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RULES AND ORDERS. 



Of the President, 

1. 

The President shall take the Chair every day at 
the hour to which the Convention shall have ad- 
journed ; shall call the Members to order ; and, on 
the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the Journal 
of the preceding day to be read, and proceed to 
business. 

2. 

He shall preserve decorum and order ; may speak 
to points of order in preference to other Members ; 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Convention on motion regularly sec- 
conded ; and no other business shall be in order till 
the question on the appeal shall have been decided. 

3. 

He shall declare all votes ; but, if any Member 
doubts a vote, the President shall order a return 
of the number voting in the affirmative, and in the 
negative, without any further debate upon the ques- 
tion. When a vote is doubted, the Members for or 
against the question, when called on by the President, 
shall rise and stand uncovered till they are counted. 

4. 

He shall rise to put a quesllotv^ o\ Xft ^^^x^'^^s. ^^ 
Convention, but may read a\U\Tv^. 



4 Duties of the PresidenL 

5. 

In all cases the President may vote. 

6. 

When the Convention shall determine to go into 
Committee of the whole, the President shall appoint 
the Member who shall take the Chair. 

7. 

On all questions and motions whatsoever, the Presi- 
dent shall take the sense of the Convention by yeas 
and nays, provided one-fifth of the Members present 
«hall so require. When the yeas and nays are 
taken, no Member shall be allowed to vote, who 
shall have entered the Convention after the calling 
of the roll is finished. The names of Members 
shall be called in alphabetical order. 

8. 

He shall propound all questions, in the order 
in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion be previous in its nature : except that, in 
naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be put first. 

9. 

After a motion is stated or read by the Presi- 
dent, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Convention, and shall be disposed of by vote of the 
Convention ; but the mover may withdraw it at any 
time before a decision or amendment, except a motion 
to reconsider, which shall not be withdrawn after 
the time has elapsed within which it could be origi- 
nally made. 

10. 

When a question is under debate, the President 
shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to lay on the 
table, for the previous question, to postpone to a day 
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certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefi- 
nitely ; which several motions shall have precedence 
in the order in which they stand arranged. 

11. 

He shall consider a motion to adjourn as always 
in order ; and that motion, and the motions to 
lay on the table, to suspend any rule, to take up 
from the table, and for the yeas and nays, shall be 
decided without debate. 

12. 

He shall put the previous question in the follow- 
ing form : " Shall the main question he now put V* — 
and all debate upon the main question shall be sus- 
pended, until the previous question shall be decided. 
After the adoption of the previous question, the sense 
of the Convention shall forthwith be taken upon 
amendments reported by a committee, upon pending 
amendments, and then upon the main question. 

13. 

On the previous question no Member shall speak 
more than once without leave ; and all incidental 
questions of order, arising after a motion is made for 
the previous question, shall be decided without de- 
bate, excepting on appeal, and, on such appeal, no 
Member shaU be allowed to speak more than once 
without leave of the Convention. 

14. 

"When two or more Members happen to rise at 
once, the President shall name the Member who is 
first to speak. 

15. 

All Committees shall be appointed and announced 
by the President, unless olYvetviX^^ ^^^cS»J\^ ^\x^^\r,\ 
by the Convention. 



6 Duties of Members, 

16. 

The President shall have the right to name any 
Member to perform the duties of the Chair, but such 
substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

17. 

The President shall have the general direction of 
the Hall of the Convention, and of the Galleries. 
No person excepting Members, Officers, and at- 
tei:^dants of the Convention, and such persons as may 
be invited by the Convention, or by the President, 
shall be admitted within the bar of the Convention. 
The Chairman of each Committee of the Whole, 
during the sitting of such Committee, shall have the 
like power of preserving order in the Hall and in 
the Galleries. 



Of Absence of President, 

18. 

In case the President shall be absent at the hour 
to which the Convention was adjourned, the Secre- 
tary shall call the Convention to order, and shall pre- 
side until a President pro, tempore shall be elected, 
which shall be the first business of the Convention. 



Of Members. 

19. 

A seat shall be assigned to each Member in such 
manner as the Convention shall determine, which 
shall not be changed without leave of the President. 

20. 
No Member in debate shall mention a Member 
then present by his name, bul ma^ desctlbe him by 
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the town he represents, the place he sits in, or such 
other designations as may be intelligible and respect- 
ful. 

21. 
Every Member, when about to speak, shall rise 
and respectfully address the President, shall confine 
himself to the questfon under debate, and avoid per- 
sonality, and shall sit down when he has finished. 
No Member shall speak out of his place without 
leave of the President. 

22. 

No Member speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, but by rising up to call to order. 

23. 

No Member shall speak more than twice on one 
question, without first obtaining leave of the Conven- 
tion ; nor more than once, until other Members, who 
have not spoken, shall speak, if they desire it. 



Of Reconsideration, 

24. 

When a vote has passed, it shall be in order for 
any Member to move for a reconsideration thereof, 
on the same or the succeeding day : and such 
motion shall be placed first in the orders of the day 
succeeding that on which the motion is made; 
a motion to reconsider being rejected shall not be 
renewed ; nor shall any subject be a second time 
reconsidered : provided, however, that a motion to 
reconsider a vote, upon any collateral matter, shall 
not remove the main subject under consideration from 
before the Convention, but shall b^ ^o\\%\si«t^^"^N5wi 
time when it is made. 



8 Duties of Members, 

25. 

No Member shall be obliged to be on more than 
two Committees at the same time, nor Chairman of 
more than one. 

26. 

No Member shall be permitted to stand up, to the 
interruption of another, while any Member is speak- 
ing, or to pass unnecessarily between the President of 
the Convention and the person speaking ; nor shall any 
Member be permitted to stand in the alleys during 
the session of the Convention. 

27. 

Every Member shall keep an account of his own 
attendance and travel, and deliver the same to the 
Committee appointed to make up the pay-roll, and, 
on his failure so to do, he shall be omitted from the 
roll ; and no Member shall receive pay for any 
week-day on which he has not actually attended, 
except in case of sickness. 

28. 

Every Member, who shall neglect to give his attend- 
ance in the Convention for more than six days after 
the session commences, shall, on making his appear- 
ance therein, be held to render the reason of such 
neglect; and in case the reason assigned shall be 
deemed by the Convention sufficient, such Member 
shall be entitled to receive pay for his travel, and not 
otherwise ; and no member shall be absent more than 
two days, without leave of the Convention ; and a vote 
of leave of absence shall be inoperative, unless the 
Member obtaining it shall avail himself of it within 
five days. 

29. 

When any Member shall be guWty o^ «L\it^^Ci\k oi^ 
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either of the Rules and Orders of the Convention, he 
may be required by the Convention, on motion, t& 
make satisfaction therefor, and shaH not be allowed 
to vote, or speak, except by way of excuse, till he haa 
done so. 

30. 

Every Member, who shall be in the Convention 
when a question is put, shall give his vote, unless 
the Convention, for special reasons, shall excuse 
him. Any Member desiring to be so excused on 
any question, shall make application to that effect 
before a division, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays ; and such application shall be accom- 
panied by a brief statement of reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 

31. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
President shall so direct. 

32. 

Any Member may call for the division of a ques- 
tion when the sense will admit of it. A motion to 
strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisible : 
but a motion to strike out being lost, shall neither 
preclude amendment, nor a motion to strike out and 
insert. 

33. 

Motions and Reports may be committed, or re- 
committed, at the pleasure of the Convention. 

34. 

No motion or proposition, of a subject different 
from that under consideration, shall be admitted un- 
der color of amendment. 

35. 

The uttdniahed business, \n yjYv\c\\ v\\^ C^oxs^^^^x^-t^ 



10 Duties of Monitors, 

was engaged at the time of the last adjournment, 
shall have the preference in the orders of the day. 

36. 

No rule or order of the Convention shall be dispensed 
with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
Members present shall consent thereto. 

37. 

All questions, relating to the priority of business to 
be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

38. 

Every question of order shall be noted by the 
^cretary, with the decision thereon, and inscribed at 
(large on the Journal. 

39. 

It shall be the duty of each Member who moves 
that any Committee be instructed to inquire into the 
•expediency of amending the existing Constitution, 
to point out the amendment, which he deems ex- 
pedient, in writing, to accompany his motion, or to 
furnish a written statement thereof to such Commit- 
tee, if by them required. 



Of Monitors. 

40. 

Two Monitors shall be appointed for each division, 
whose duty it shall be to see the due observance of 
thd Rules and Orders of the Convention, and, on de- 
mand of the President, to return the number of votes 
and Members in their respective divisions. 

41. 
If any Member shall transgress any of the Rules or 
Orders of the Convention, and peisvaX\\\^iel\i aCte 
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being notified thereof by any Monitor, it shall be the 
duty of such Monitor to give information thereof to 
the Convention. 



Of Petitions^ Memorials^ 4*c. 

42. 

All papers addressed to the Convention, except 
petitions, memorials and remonstrances, shall be pre- 
sented by the President, or by a Member in his place, 
and shall be read by the President, Secretary, or such 
other i>erson as the President may request, and shall 
be taken up in the order in which they were present- 
ed, unless where the Convention shall otherwise di- 
rect. 

43. 

Ever}' Member, presenting to the Convention a pe- 
tition, memorial, or remonstrance, shall endorse his 
name thereon, with a brief statement of the nature and 
object of the instrument, and the reading of the same 
from the Chair shall in all instances be dispensed 
with, unless specially ordered by the Convention. 

44. 

All reports, petitions, memorials, remonstrances, 
and papers of a like nature, shall be presented dur- 
ing the first hour of each session, and at no other 
time, except by special leave of the Convention. 

45. 

If any Member of the Convention shall so request, 
any order, which shall be proposed for adoption, shall 
be passed over for that day without question ; and 
the same shall be considered and disposed of, on the 
succeeding day, in the same manner as it would 
have been, on the day on which it was offered, if no 
objeotion bad been made. 



12 Of Committees^ Reports and Resolutions. 

Of Quorum, 

46. 

Not less than one hundred Members shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. 



Of Committees^ Reports^ and Resolutions. 

47. 

No Committee shall sit during the sessions of the 
Convention, without special leave. 

48. 

In all elections by ballot of the Convention, a time 
shall be assigned for such election at least one day 
previous thereto. 

49. 

In all elections of Committees of the Convention, 
by ballot, the person having the highest number of 
votes shall act as Chairman, and when the Commit- 
tee is nominated by the Chair, the member first 
named shall be Chairman. 

50. 

All papers, relative to any business before the 
Convention, shall be left with the Secretary, by any 
Member, who may obtain leave of absence, and may 
have any such papers in his possession. 

51. 

The rules of proceeding in the Convention shall 

be observed in a Committee of the whole, so liar 

as they may be applicable, except the rule limiting 

the times of speaking : but no Member shall speak 

fmce upon any question, untW every N^^Ti\\iet^'««Va 
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fihall not have spoken, shall speak if he desires it. 
A motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to 
fiit a gain, shall be always first in order, and shall 
be decided without debate. 

52. 

Every order or resolution which proposes an al- 
teration in the Constitution, and all reports of com- 
mittees, appointed to consider the propriety and 
expediency of making any alteration therein, shall 
be considered in committee of the whole before they 
are debated and finally acted upon in Convention. 

53. 

Every resolution proposing any alteration in the 
Constitution, shall be read on two several days before 
it is finally acted upon and adopted by the Conven- 
tion. 



AN ACT 



RELATING TO THE CALLING A CONVENTION OF 

DELEGATES OF THE PEOPLE, FOR THE PURPOSE 

OF REVISING THE CONSTITUTION. 



Be a enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authoriiy of the 
same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. The inhabitants of the several cities, towns, 
districts, and places within this Commonwealth, quali6e(l 
to vote for senators or representatives in the General 
Coart, shall, on the second Monday of November next, at 
Uie meetings to be then held in the several cities and towns 
in the Commonwealth, for the choice of governor, lieuten- 
ant governor, senators, and representatives in the General 
Court, aB article for this purpose being inserted in the 
warrants calling said meetings, give in their votes by 
ballot on this question : *' Is it expedient that delegates 
should be chosen to meet in convention for the purpose of 
revising or altering the constitution of government of this 
Commonwealth ? " And the vote upon said question shall 
be in open meeting, and the votes in the several cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth shaW \i% i^oiWi^^^ ^^\^^^^ 
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counted, declared, and transmitted to the secretary of the 
Commonwealth, in the same manner as the votes for gov- 
ernor, lieutenant governor, and senators are now received, 
sorted, counted, declared and transmitted by the consti- 
tution and laws of the Commonwealth; and all returns not 
thus made shall be rejected in the counting. And the 
governor and council shall open and examine the returns, 
made as aforesaid, and count the votes given on the said 
question ; and the governor shall, by public proclamation, 
to be made on or before the first Wednesday in January 
next, make known the result, by declaring the number ap- 
pearing in favor of choosing delegates for the purpose 
aforesaid, and the number of votes appearing against the 
same ; and if it shall appear that a majority of the votes 
ffiven in and returned as aforesaid are in favor of choosing 
delegates as aforesaid, the same shall be deemed and taken 
to be the will of the people of the Commonwealth, that a 
convention should meet accordingly ; and in case of such 
majority, the governor shall call upon the people to elect 
delegates to meet in convention, in the manner hereinafter 
provided. 

Sect. 2. If it shall be declared by the said proclama- 
tion, that the majority of votes, as aforesaid, is in favor of 
choosing dele^tes, as above mentioned, the inhabitants of 
the several cities and towns within the Commonwealth, now 
entitled any one year to send one or more representatives 
to the General Court, shall, on the first Monday of March, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-three, 
assemble in their several meetings, to be duly notified by 
warrant from the selectmen of the several towns and the 
mayor and aldermen of the several cities, and shall elect 
one or more delegates, not exceeding the number of repre- 
sentatives to which each town or city was entitled last year, 
it being the year in which the valuation of estates in the 
Commonwealth was settled, to meet delegates from other 
towns and cities in convention, for the purposes hereinafter 
expressed. And at such meetings of the inhabitants, eveiy 
person entitled to vote for representatives in the General 
Court shall have a right to vote in the choice of delegates, 
and the same officers, in the several cities and towns in 
the Commonwealth, shall preside at such elections, as now 
preside in the choice of representatives to the General 
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Court ; and the votes for said delefifates shall be received, 
sorted, counted, declared, recorded, and copies thereof de- 
livered to the delegates chosen, in the same manner as is 
DOW provided for in the case of representatives to the 
General Court And all laws now in force, regulating the 
duty and conduct of town and city officers, sheriffs, magis- 
trates, and electors, in the election of governor, lieutenant 
governor, senators, and representatives, shall, as far as ap- 
plicable, apply, and be in full force and operation, as to all 
meetings holden, and elections and returns made, under 
this act, or which by this act are required to be holden or 
made, and upon the like forfeitures and penalties. 

Sect. 3. The persons so elected delegates shall meet 
in convention in the state house, in Boston, on the first 
Wednesday in May, in the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifly-three ; and they shall be the judges of the 
returns and elections of their own members, and may 
adjourn from time to time ; and one hundred of the per- 
sons elected shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business ; and they shall proceed as soon as may be to 
organize themselves in convention, by choooing a president 
and such other officers as they may deem expedient, and by 
establishing proper rules of proceeding ; and when organ- 
ized, they may take into consideration the propriety and 
expediency of revising the present constitution of govern- 
ment of this Commonwealth, or the propriety and expe- 
diency of making any, and if any, what alterations or 
amendments, in the present constitution of government of 
this Commonwealth. And such alterations or amend- 
ments, when made and adopted by the said convention, 
shall be submitted to the people for their ratification and 
adoption, in such manner as the said convention shall 
direct ; and if ratified by the people in the manner directed 
by the said convention, the constitution shall be deemed 
and taken to be altered or amended accordingly ; and if 
not so ratified, the present constitution shall be and remain 
the constitution of government of this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 4. The said convention shall establish the pay 
or compensation of its officers and qiembers, and the ex- 
pense of its session ; and his excellency the governor, by 
and with the advice and consent of the council^ is author- 
ized to draw his warrant on the treasuTY \)[i^x^^at. 

2 
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Sect. 5, The secretary of the Commonwealth is here- 
by durected forthwith, after the passage thereof, to transmit 
printed copies of this act to the selectmen of each town, 
and the mayor and aldermen of each city within the Com- 
monwealth ; and whenever the governor shall issue his 
proclamation, calling upon the people to elect del- 
egates, to meet in convention as aforesaid, the said 
secretary shall also, immediately thereafter, transmit 
printed copies of said proclamation, attested by himself, to 
the selectmen of each town, and tlie mayor and aldermen 
of each city, in the Commonwealth. [Approved, May 7, 
1852.]

OF THE 

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 



PREAMBLE. 

The end of the institution, maintenance and ad- 
ministration of government, is to secure the exist- 
ence of the body politic ; to protect it ; and to fur- 
nish the individuals who compose it, with the 
power of enjoying in safety and tranquillity their 
natural rights and the blessings of life : and when- 
ever these great objects are not obtained, the people 
have a right to alter the government, and to take 
measures necessary for their safety, prosperity, and 
happiness. 

The body politic is formed by a voluntary associ- 
ation of individuals ; it is a social compact, by 
which the whole people covenants with each citizen, 
and each citizen with the whole people, that all shall 
be governed by certain laws for the common good. 
It is the duty of the people, therefore, in framing a 
constitution of government, to provide for an equita- 
ble mode of making laws, as well as for an impartial 
interpretation, and a faithful execution of them ; that 
every roan may, at all times^ ^ti^ Vv\^ ^«55^i>N:^ xe^ 
tbem. 
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We, therefore, the people of Massachusetts, ac- 
knowledging, with grateful hearts, the goodness of 
the great Legislator of the Universe, in affording us, 
in the course of his providence, an opportunity, de- 
liberately and peaceably, without fraud, violence or 
surprise, of entering into an original, explicit and 
solemn compact with each other ; and of forming a 
new constitution of civil government, for ourselves 
and posterity ; and devoutly imploring his di« 
rection in so interesting a design, do agree upon, 
ordain and establish the following Declaration of 
Rights^ and Frame of Government^ as the CON- 
STITUTION of the COMMONWEALTH of 
MASSACHUSETTS. 



PART THE FIRST. 

A Declaration of the Rights of the Inhabitants 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 

Art. I. All men are born free and equal, and 
have certain natural, essential and unalienable 
rights ; among which may be reckoned the right of 
enjoying and defending their lives and liberties ; that 
of acquiring, possessing, and protecting property ; in 
fine, that of seeking and obtaining their safety and 
happiness. 

II. It is the right as well as the duty of all men 
in society, publicly, and at stated seasons, to worship 
the SUPREME BEING, the great Creator and Pre- 
server of the Universe. And no subject shall be 
hurt, molested, or restrained, in his person, liberty, 
or estate, for worshipping God in the manner and 
season most agreeable to l\\e d\c\^\fe^i ot Vi\^ qwh 
conscience : or for his teWgwxia ^tole^\Q\v ^\ ^t\v 
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ments ; provided he doth not disturb the public peace 
or obstruct others in their religious worship. 

ni. [As the happiness of a people, and the good 
order and preservation of civil government, essen- 
tially depend upon piety, religion and morality ; and 
as these cannot be generally diffused through a com- 
munity, but by the institution of the public worship 
of God, and of public instructions in piety, religion 
and morality: Therefore, to promote their happi- 
ness, and to secure the good order and preservation 
of their government, the people of this Common- 
wealth have a right to invest their legislature with 
power to authorize and require, and the legislature 
shall, from time to time, authorize and require, the 
several towns, parishes, precincts, and other bodies 
politic, or religious societies, to make suitable pro- 
vision, at their own expense, for the institution of the 
public worship of God, and for the support and main- 
tenance of public protestant teachers of piety, re- 
ligion and morality, in all cases where such pro- 
vision shall not be made voluntarily. 

And the people of this Commonwealth have also 
a right to, and do, invest their legislature with 
authority to enjoin upon all the subjects an attend- 
ance upon the instructions of the public teachers 
aforesaid, at stated times and seasons, if there be 
any on whose instructions they can conscientiously 
and conveniently attend. 

Provided notwithstanding, that the several towns, 
parishes, precincts, and other bodies politic, or re- 
ligious societies, shall, at all times, have the exclu- 
sive right of electing their public teachers, and of 
contracting with them for their support and main- 
tenance. 

And all moneys, paid by t\\e aub^ecV \ft^^ "sjo^Y^^^k^ 
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of public worship, and of the public teachers afore* 
said, shall, if he require it, be uniformly applied to 
the support of the public teacher or teachers of his 
own religious sect or denomination, provided there 
be any on whose instructions he attends : otherwise 
it may be paid towards the support of the teacher or 
teachers of the parish or precinct in which the said 
moneys are raised. 

And every denomination of Christians, demean- 
ing themselves peaceably, and as good subjects of the 
Commonwealth, shall be equally under the protec- 
tion of the law; and no subordination of any one 
sect or denomination to another shall ever be es- 
tablished by law.] 

IV. The people of this Commonwealth have the 
sole and exclusive right of governing themselves, as 
a free, sovereign, and independent state ; and do, 
and forever hereafter shall, exercise and enjoy every 
power, jurisdiction, and right, which is not, or may 
not hereafter be, by them expressly delegated to the 
United States of America, in Congress assembled. 

V. All power residing originally in the people, 
and being derived from them, the several magistrates 
and officers of government, vested with authority, 
whether legislative, executive, or judicial, are theu 
substitutes and agents, and are at all times accounta- 
ble to them. 

VI. No man, nor corporation or association of men. 
have any other title to obtain advantages, or pcurticu- 
lar and exclusive privileges, distinct from those of the 
community, than what arises from the consideration 
of services rendered to the public ; and this title being 
in nature neither hereditary, nor transmissible to 
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children, or descendants, or relations by blood, the 
idea of a man being bom a magistrate, lawgiver, or 
judge, is absurd and unnatural. 

VII. Government is instituted for the common 
good ; for the protection, safety, prosperity and hap- 
piness of the people ; and not for the profit, honor, 
or private interest of any one man, family, or class 
of men ; Therefore, the people alone have an incon- 
testible, unalienable, and indefeasible right to insti- 
tute government ; and to reform, alter, or totally 
change the same, when their protection, safety, pros- 
perity and happiness require it. 

VIII. In order to prevent those, who are vested 
with authority, from becoming oppressors, the peo- 
ple have a right, at such periods and in such manner 
as they shall establish by their frame of government , 
to cause their public officers to return to private life ; 
and to fill up vacant places by certain and regular 
elections and appointments. 

IX. All elections ought to be free ; and all the 
inliabitants of this Commonwealth, having such quaU 
ifications as they shall establish by their frame of 
government, have an equal right to elect officers, 
and to be elected, for public employments. 

X. Each individual of the society has a right to 
be protected by it in the eryoyment of his life, liberty, 
and property, according to standing laws. He is 
obliged, consequently, to contribute his share to the 
expense of this protection ; to give his personal ser- 
vice, or an equivalent, when necessary : but no part 
of the property of any individual can, with justice, be 
taken from him or applied to pubWc \xse^ -v'vOwsviX.Vv^

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the people. In fine, the people of this Common- 
wealth are not controllable by any other laws than 
those to which their constitutional representative 
body have given their consent. And whenever the 
publie exigencies require that the property of any 
individual should be appropriated to public uses, 
he shall receive a reasonable compensation therefor. 

XL Every subject of the Commonwealth ought 
to find a certain remedy, by having recourse to the 
laws, for all injuries or wrongs which he may receive 
in his person, property or character. He ought to 
•obtain right and justice freely, and without being 
obliged to purchase it ; completely and without any 
•denial ; promptly and without delay ; conformably 
lo the laws. 

XII. No subject shall be held to answer for any 
crimes or offence, until the same is fully and plainly, 
substantially and formally, described to him ; or be 
compelled to accuse, or furnish evidence! against 
himself ; and every subject shall have a right to pro- 
duce all proofs that may be favorable to him ; to 
meet the witnesses against him face to face, and to 
be fully heard in his defence by himself, or his coun- 
sel at his election ; and no subject shall be arrested, 
imprisoned, despoiled or deprived of his property, 
immunities, or privileges, put out of the protection 
of the law, exiled, or deprived of his life, liberty or 
estate ; but by the judgment of his peers, or the law 
of the land. 

And the legislature shall not make any law that 
shall subject any person to a capital or infamous 
punishment, excepting for the government of the 
army and navy, without trial by jury. 

XIIL In criminal pro3ecuXiot», \\i^ N^t\Swc»!Cvw!L 
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of facts, in the vicinity where ihey happen, is one 
of the greatest securities of the life, liberty, and 
property of the citizen. 

XIV. Every subject has a right to be secure 
from all unreasonable searches and seizures of his 
person, his houses, his papers, and all his possessions. 
All warrants, therefore, are contrary to this right, if 
the cause or foundation of them be not previously 
supported by oath or affirmation ; and if the order, 
in the warrant to a civil officer, to make search in 
suspected places, or to arrest one or more suspected 
persons, or to seize their property, be not accom- 
panied with a special designation of the persons or 
objects of search, arrest, or seizure ; and no warrant 
ought to be issued but in cases, and with the formal- 
iiies, prescribed by the laws. 

XV. In all controversies concerning property, 
and in all suits between two or more persons, except 
in cases in which it has heretofore been otherways 
used and practised, the parties have a right to a trial 
by jury ; and this method of procedure shall be held 
sacred, unless, in causes arising on the high seas, 
and such as relate to mariners' wages, the legislature 
shall hereafter find it necessary to alter it. 

XVI. The liberty of the press is essential to the 
security of freedom in a state ; it ought not, therefore, 
to be restrained in this Commonwealth. 

XVII. The people have a right to keep and to 
bear arms for the common defence : and as, in time 
of peace, armies are dangerous to liberty, they ought 
not to be maintained without the consent of tha 
legislature ; and the military ipowet aVs\\ ^hiwj% \sfc 
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held in an exact subordination to the ciyil authority^ 
and be governed by it. 

XVIII. A frequent recurrence to the fundamental 
principles of the constitution, and a constant adher- 
ence to those of piety, justice, moderation, temper- 
ance, industry and frugality, are absolutely necessary 
to preserve the advantages of liberty, and to main* 
tain a free government. The people ought con- 
sequently, to have a particular attention to all 
those principles, in the choice of their officers and 
representatives : and they have a right to require of 
their lawgivers and magistrates an exact and constant 
observance of them, in the formation and execution 
of the laws necessary for the good adminbtration of 
the Commonweahh. 

XIX. The people have a right, in an orderly 
and peaceable manner, to assemble to consult upon 
the common good ; give instructions to their repre- 
sentatives ; and to request of the legislative body, by 
the way of addresses, petitions^ or remonstrances, 
redress of the wrongs done them, and of the griev- 
ances they suffer. 

XX. The power of suspending the laws, or the 
execution of the laws, ought never to be exercised 
but by the legislature, or by authority derived from 
it, to be exercised in such particular cases only as 
the legislature shall expressly provide for. 

XXI. The freedom of deliberation, speech and 
debate, in either house of the legislature, is so essen- 
tial to the rights of the people, that it cannot be the 
foundation of any accusaton or prosecution, action 
or compJa'intj in any other court or place what-

XXn. The legislature ought frequently to as- 
semble for the redress of grievances, for correcting, 
strengthening and confirming the laws, and for mak- 
ing new laws, as the common good may require. 

XXni. No subsidy, charge, tax, impost or du- 
ties, ought to be established, fixed, laid or levied, 
onder any pretext whatsoever, without the consent of 
the people, or their representatives in the legislature. 

XXIV. Laws made to punish for actions done 
before the existence of such laws, and which have 
not been declared crimes by preceding laws, are 
unjust, oppressive, and inconsistent with the funda- 
mental principles of a free government. 

XXV. No subject ought, in any case or in any 
time, to be declared guilty of treason or felony by 
the legislature. 

XXVI. No magistrate or court of law shall de- 
mand excessive bail or sureties, impose excessive 
fines, or inflict cruel or unusual punishments. 

XXVII. In time of peace, no soldier ought to be 
•quartered in any house without the consent of the 
owner ; and in time of war, such quarters ought not to 
be made but by the civil magistrate, in a manner 
ordained by the legislature. 

XXVIII. No person can in any case be subjected 
to law martial, or to any penalties or pains, by virtue 
of that law, except those employed in the army or 
navy, and except the militia in actual service, but 
by authority of the legislature. 

XXIX. It is essential to l\\e pTea^r?^>L\o\x o^ "^^ 
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rights of every individual, his life, liberty, property 
and character, that there be an impartial interpre- 
tation of the laws and administration of justice. It 
is the right of every citizen to be tried by judges 
as free, impartial and independent, as the lot of hu- 
manity will admit. It is therefore not only the best 
policy, but for the security of the rights of the people, 
and of every citizen, that the judges of the su- 
preme judicial court should hold their offices as long 
as they behave themselves well ; and that they should 
have honorable salaries, ascertained and established 
by standing laws. 

XXX. In the government of this Commonwealth, 
the legislative department shall never exercise the ex» 
ecutive and judicial powers, or either of them : the 
executive shall never exercise the legislative and 
judicial powers, or either of them : the judicial shall 
never exercise the legislative and executive powers,, 
or either of them : to the end it may be a government 
of laws and not of men. 



PART THE SECOND. 

The Frame of Government. 

The people, inhabiting the territory formerly called 
the province of Massachusetts Bay, do hereby sol- 
emnly and mutually agree with each other, to- 
form themselves into a free, sovereign, and inde* 
pendent body politic or state, by the name of 
THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHU-^ 
SETTS. 
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• CHAPTER I. 

The Legislative Power, 

SECTION I. 

The General Cowl. 

Art. I. The department of legislation shall he 
formed hy two branches, a Senate and House of 
Sepresentatives : each of which shall have a nega- 
tive on the other. 

The legislative body shall assemble every year, 
on the last Wednesday in May, and at such other 
times as they shall judge necessary ; and shall dis- 
solve and be dissolved on the day next preceding 
the said last Wednesday in May, and shall be styled 
The Genesal Court of Massachusetts. 

II. No bill or resolve of the senate or house of 
representatives shall become a law and have force as 
such, until it shall have been laid before the governor 
for his revisal ; and if he, upon such revision, ap- 
prove thereof, he shall signify his approbation by sign- 
ing the same. But if he have any objection to the 
passing of such bill or resolve, he shall return the 
same, together with his objections thereto, in writing, 
to the senate or house of representatives, in which- 
soever the same shall have originated ; who 
shall enter the objections sent down by the governor, 
at large, on their records, and proceed to reconsider 
the said bill or resolve : but if, after such recon- 
sideration, two- thirds of the said senate or house 
of representatives shall, notwithstanding the said 
objections, agree to pass the same, it shall, together 
with the objections, be sent to the other branch 
of the legislature, where it shall also be reconsid- 
ered, and if approved by lY70-v\\\t^^ ofl ^^ \»r.\sv- 
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bera present, shall have the force of a law : but 
in all such cases, the votes of both house «ha]l be de- 
termined by yeas and nays ; and the names of the 
persons voting for, or against the said bill or resolve, 
shall be entered upon the publia records of the Com- 
monwealth. 

And in order to prevent unnecessary delays, if 
any bill or resolve shall not be returned by the gov- 
ernor within five days aAer it shall have been pre- 
sented, the same shall have the force of a law. 

ni. The general court shall forever have full 
power and authority to erect and constitute judicato- 
ries and courts of record, or other courts, to be held 
in the name of the Commonwealth, for the hearing, 
trying and determining of all manner of crimes, 
oSences, pleas, processes, plaints, actions, matters, 
causes and things whatsoever, arising or happening 
within the Commonwealth, or between or concerning 
persons inhabiting, or residing, or brought within 
the same ; whether the same be criminal or 
civil, or whether the said crimes be capital or 
not capital, and whether the said pleas be real, 
personal or mixt ; and for the awarding and making 
out of execution thereupon: to which courts and 
judicatories are hereby given and granted full power 
and authority, from time to time, to administer oaths 
or affirmations for the better discovery of truth in 
any matter in controversy, or depending before 
them. 

IV. And further, full power and authority are 
hereby given and granted to the said general court, 
from time to time, to make, ordain and establish 
all manner of wholesome and reasonable orders, 
laws, statutes and ordinances, directions and in- 
structioDSf either with penaXuoA ox v<\>^ovk\^ wc^ as 
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the same be not repugnant or contrary to this con- 
stitution, at they shall judge to be for the good and 
welfare of this Commonwealth, and for the govern- 
ment and ordering thereof, and of the subjects of 
the same, and for the necessary support and defence 
of the government thereof; and to name and settle 
annually, or provide by fixed laws for the naming 
and settling all civil officers within the said Com- 
monwealth, the election and constitution of whom 
are not hereafter in this form of government other- 
wise provided for ; and to set forth the several 
duties, powers and limits of the several civil and 
military officers of this Commonwealth, and the 
forms of such oaths or affirmations as shall be re- 
spectively administered unto them for the execution 
c^ their several offices and places, so as the same be 
not repugnant or contrary to this constitution ; and 
to impose and levy proportional and reasonable as- 
■essments, rates and taxes, upon all the inhabitants, 
of, and persons resident, and estates lying, within 
the said Commonwealth ; and also to impose and 
levy reasonable duties and excises upon any produce, 
goods, wares, merchandise, and commodities what- 
soever, brought into, produced, manufactured, or 
being within the same ; to be issued and disposed 
of by warrant, under the hand of the governor of 
this Commonwealth for the time being, with the ad- 
vice and consent of the council, for the public ser- 
vice, in the necessary defence and support of the 
government of the said Commonwealth, and the 
protection and preservation of the subjects thereof, 
according to such acts as are or shall be in force 
within the same. 

And while the public charges of government, or 
any part thereof, shall be assessed on polls and es- 
tates, in the manner that has hitherto be^vv ^t^oXx^R^^^ 
in order that such assessmenla mo^ \jfe to».^fe -^^^ 
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equality there shall be a valuation of estates within 
the CommoDwealth taken anew once in every ten 
years at least, and as much oftener as the general 
court shall order. 



CHAPTER I. 

SECTION II. 

Senate, 

Art. I. [There shall be annually elected, by the 
freeholders and other inhabitants of this Common- 
wealth, qualified as in this constitution is provided, 
forty persons to be counsellors and senators, for the 
year ensuing their election ; to be chosen by the 
inhabitants of the districts, into which the Common- 
wealth may from time to time be divided by the 
general court for that purpose : and the general court, 
in assigning the numbers to be elected by the res- 
pective districts, shall govern themselves by the pro- 
portion of the public taxes paid by the said districts; 
and timely make known, to the inhabitants of the 
Commonwealth, the limits of each district, and the 
number of counsellors and senators to be chosen 
therein ; provided, that the number of such districts 
shall never be less than thirteen ; and that no district 
be so large as to entitle the same to choose more than 
six senators. 

And the several counties in this Commonwealth 
shall, until the general court shall determine it 
necessary to alter the said districts, be districts for 
the choice of counsellors and senators, (except that 
the counties of Dukes county and Nantucket shall 
form one district for that purpose) and shall elect the 
following number for counseWoi^ wA ^^DaXax^.^ viz :

n. The senate shall be the first branch of the 
legislature ; and the senators shall be chosen in the 
following manner, viz. : there shall be a meeting on 
the first Monday in April annually, forever, of the 
inhabitants of each town in the several counties 
of this Commonwealth, lo be called by the select- 
men, and warned in due course of law, at least 
seven days before the first Monday in April for 
the purpose of electing persons to be senators and 
counsellors ; and, at such meetings, every [male 
inhabitant of twenty-one years of age and upwards, 
having a freehold estate, within the Common wealthy 
of the annual income of three pounds, or any estate 
of the value of sixty pounds,] shall have a right to 
give in his vote for the senators for the district of 
which he is an inhabitant. And to remove all doubts 
concerning the meaning of the word ^^ inhabitant,^' in 
this constitution, every person shall be considered 
as an inhabitant, for the purpose of electing and 
being elected into any office or place within this 
state, in that town, district or plantation, where he 
dwelleth, or hath his home. 

The selectmen of the several towns shall preside 
at such meetings impartially ; and shall receive the 
votes of all the inhabitants of such towns present 
and qualified to vote for senators, and shall sort and 
count them in open town meeting, and in presence 
of the town clerk, who shall make a fair record^ in 
presence of the selectmen, and \u o^«a \«^^\sv^'^v 
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ing, of the name of every person voted for, and of 
the number of votes against his name ; and a fair 
copy of this record shall be attested by the select- 
men and the town clerk, and shall be sealed up, 
directed to the secretary of the Commonwealth for 
the time being, with a superscription, expressing 
the purport of the contents thereof, and delivered 
by the town clerk of such towns to the sheriff of the 
county in which such town lies, thirty days at least 
before the last Wednesday in May annually; or 
it shall be delivered into the secretary's office sev* 
enteen days at least before the said last Wednesday 
in May ; and the sheriff of each county shall 
deliver all such certificates, by him received, into 
the secretary's office, seventeen days before the 
said last Wednesday in May. 

And the inhabitants of plantations unincorpo- 
rated, qualified as this constitution provides, who 
are or shall be empowered and required to assess' 
taxes upon themselves toward the support of gov- 
ernment, shall have the same privilege of voting for 
counsellors and senators, in the plantations where 
they reside, as town inhabitants have in their re- 
spective towns ; and the plantation meetings for 
that purpose shall be held annually on the same 
first Monday in April, at such place in the plantations 
respectively as the asssesors thereof shall direct; 
which assessors shall have like authority for notifying 
the electors, collecting and returning the votes, as 
the selectmen and town clerks have in their several 
towns, by this constitution. And all other persons 
living in places unincorporated, (qualified as afore- 
said,) who shall be assessed to the support of gov- 
ernment by the assessors of an adjacent town, shall 
have the privilege of giving in their votes for coan- 
seWoTs and senators, in the town where they shall be 
^issessedf and be notified oi lYie ^\ba^ ^^ xci»%>ccG^^Vp^ 
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the selectmen of the town where they shall he 
assessed, for that purpose, accordingly. 

III. And that there may he a due convention of 
senators on the last Wednesday in May annu- 
ally, the governor, with five of the council, for the 
time being, shall, as soon as may be, examine the 
returned copies of such records ; and fourteen 
days before the said day, he shall issue his summons 
to such persons as shall appear to be chosen by a 
majority of voters, to attend on that day, and take 
their seats accordingly : [provided, nevertheless, that 
for the first year, the said returned copies shall be 
examined by the president and five of the council of 
the former constitution of government ; and the said 
president shall, in like manner, issue his summons to 
the persons so elected, that they may take their seats 

aforesaid.] 



IV. The senate shall be the final judge of the 
elections, returns, and qualifications of their own 
members, as pointed out in the constitution ; and 
shall, on the said last Wednesday in May annu- 
ally, determine and declare who are elected by each 
district, to be senators, by a majority of votes : and 
in case there shall not appear to be the full number 
of senators returned elected by a majority of votes 
for any district, the deficiency shall be supplied in 
the following manner, viz. : The members of the 
house of representatives, and such senators as shall 
be declared elected, shall take the names of such 
persons as shall be found to have the highest num- 
ber of votes in such district, and not elected, 
amounting to twice the number of senators want- 
ing, if there be so many voted for; and, out of 
these, shall elect by ballot a nutcvV^ex ^i %^\!A\.^Tii^ 
auttcieat to &ll up the vacanciea ui «\i^ ^ybXx>s:X\ 
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and ia this manner all such vacancies shall be filled 
up in every district of the Commonwealth ; and in 
like manner all vacancies in the senate, arising by 
death, removal out of the State, or otherwise, shall 
be supplied as soon as may be after such vacancies 
shall happen. 

V. Provided, nevertheless, that no person shall 
be capable of being elected as a senator, who [is 
not seized in his own right of a freehold within this 
Commonwealth, of the value of three hundred pounds 
at least, or possessed of personal estate to the value 
of six hundred pounds at least, or of both to the 
amount of the same sum, and who] has not been an 
inhabitant of this Commonwealth for the space of 
five years immediately preceding his election, and, 
at the time of his election, he shall be an inhabit- 
ant in the district for which he shall be chosen. 

VI. The senate shall have power to adjourn 
themselves, provided such adjournments do not ex- 
ceed two days at a time. 

VII. The senate shall choose its own president, 
appoint its own officers, and determine its own rules 
of proceeding. 

VIII. The senate shall be a court with full au- 
thority to hear and determine all impeachments 
made by the house of representatives, against any 
officer or officers of the Commonwealth, for mis- 
conduct and mal-administration in their offices ; but, 
previous to the trial of every impeachment, the 
members of the senate shall respectively be sworn, 
truly and impartially to try and determine the charge 
in question, according to evidence. Their judg- 

meatf however, shall not ex\ex\^ ixxt^^t ^>mv >» 
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cemovai from office and disqualification to hold or 
•enjoy any place of honor, trust, or profit, under 
this Commonwealth : hut the party, so convicted, 
shall be, neyertheless, liable to indictment, trial, 
judgment and punishment, according to the laws of 
the land. 

IX. Not less than sixteen members of the sen- 
ate shall constitute a quorum for doing business. 



CHAPTER I. 

SECTION III. 

House of Representatives. 

Abt. I. There shall be, in the liOgislature of 
this Commonwealth, a representation of the people, 
annually elected, and founded upon the principle of 
equality. 

n. And in order to provide for a representation 
of the citizens of this Commonwealth, founded 
upon the principle of equality, [every corporate 
town, containing one hundred and fifty ratable polls, 
may elect one representative ; every corporate town, 
containing three hundred and seventy five ratable 
polls, may elect two representatives ; every corporate 
town, containing six hundred ratable polls, may elect 
three representatives ; and proceeding in that manner, 
making two hundred and twenty-five ratable polls 
the mean increasing number for every additional 
lepresentative. 

Provided, nevertheless, that each town now in- 
corporated, not having one hundred and fifty ratable 
polk, may elect one representative \ b>^X tv^ ^\a5^^ 
.^li hereafter be be incorporated yi\\\v ^^ ^^ivNT^s^ 
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of electing a representative, unless there are within 
the same one hundred and fifty ratable polls.] 

And the house of representatives shall have power, 
from time to time, to impose fines upon such towns 
as shall neglect to choose and return members to the 
same, agreeably to this constitution. 

The expenses of travelling to the general assembly, 
and returning home, once in every session, and no 
more, shall be paid by the government, out of the 
public treasury, to every member who shall attend as 
seasonably as he can, in the judgment of the house, 
and does not depart without leave. 

III. Every member of the house of representa- 
tives shall be chosen by written votes ; and, for one 
year at least next preceding his election, shall have 
been an inhabitant of, [and have been seized in his 
own right of, a freehold of the value of one hundred 
pounds, within the town he shall be chosen to repre* 
sent, or any ratable estate to the value of two 
hundred pounds ;] and he shall cease to represent the 
said town immediately on his ceasing to be qualified 
as aforesaid. 

IV. [Every male person, being twenty-one yean 
of age, and resident in any particular town in this 
Commonwealth, for the space of one year next pre- 
ceding, having a freehold estate within the same town, 
of the annual income of three pounds, or any estate 
of the value of sixty pounds, shall have a right to 
vote in the choice of a representative or representa- 
tives for the said town. 

V. The members of the house of representatives 
shall be chosen annually in the month of May, ten 
daya at least before the last Wednesday of that 

month.] 
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VI. The bouse of representatives shall be the 
grand inquest of this Commonwealth ; and all im- 
peachments made by them shall be heard and tried 
by the senate. 

VII. All money bills shall originate in the house 
of representatives ; but the senate may propose or ^ • 
concur with amendments, as on other bills. 

Vin. The house of representatives shall have 
power to adjourn themselves ; Provided such adjourn- 
ment shall not exceed two days at a time. 

IX. Not less than sixty members of the house of 
representatives shall constitute a quorum for doing 
business. 

X. The house of representatives shalLbe judge 
of the returns, elections, and qualifications of its own 
members, as pointed out in the constitution ; shall 
choose their own speaker ; appoint their own officers ; 
and settle the rules and orders of proceeding in their 
own house. They shall have authority to punish, by 
imprisonment, every person, not a member, who 
shall be guilty of disrespect to the house, by any dis- 
orderly or contemptuous behavior in its presence; 
or who, in the town where the general court is sitting, 
and during the time of its sitting, shall threaten harm 
to the body or estate of any of its members, for 
anything said or done in the house ; or who 
shall assault any of them therefor ; or who shall as- 
sault or arrest any witness, or other person ordered 
to attend the house, in his way in going or returning ; 
or who shall rescue any person arrested by the order 
of the house. 

And no member of the house of Te^x^«fc\\^a\xsi^'^ 
ahall be arrested^ or held to ba\\ ow tcv^^xw ^\o^^'sa^

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during his going unto, returning from, or his attend- 
ing, the general assembly. 

XI. The senate shall have the same powers in 
the like cases ; and the governor and council shall 
have the same authority to punish in like cases: 
Provided, that no imprisonment, on the warrant or 
order of the governor, council, senate, or house of 
representatives, for either of the above described 
offences, be for a term exceeding thirty days. 

And the senate and house of representatives may 
try and determine all cases where their rights and 
privileges are concerned, and which, by the consti- 
tution, they have authority to try and determine, by 
committees of their own members, or in such other 
way as they may respectively think best. 



• CHAPTER II. 
Executive Powerr 

SECTION I. 

Governor, 

Art. I. There shall be a supreme executive 
magistrate, who shall be styled, THE GOVERNOE 
OF THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSA- 
CHUSETTS ; and whose title shall be— HIS EX- 
CELLENCY. 

II. The governor shall be chosen annually ; and 
no person shall be eligible to this office, unless, at 
the time of his election, he shall have been an in- 
habitant of this Commonwealth for seven years next 
preceding ; and unless he shall, at the same time, 
be seized, in his own T\gV\l^ o( «l Ct^e^Vvold within 
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the Commonwealth, of the value of one thousand 
pounds ; [and unless he shall declare himself to be of 
the christian religion.] 

III. Those persons, who shall be qualified to vote 
for senators and representatives, within the several 
towns of this Commonwealth, shall, at a meeting to 
be called for that purpose, on the first Monday of 
April annually, give in their votes for a gov- 
ernor, to the selectmen, who shall preside at such 
meetings ; and the town clerk, in the presence and 
with the assistance of the selectmen, shall in open 
town meeting, sort and count the votes, and form a 
list of the persons voted for, with the number of votes 
for each person against his name ; and shall make a 
fair record of the same in the town books, and a 
public declaration thereof in the said meeting ; and 
shall, in the presence of the inhabitants, seal up 
copies of the said list, attested by him and the select- 
men, and transmit the same to the sheriff of the 
county, thirty days at least before the last Wednes* 
day in May ; and the sheriff shall transmit the 
same to the secretary's office seventeen days at 
least before the said last Wednesday in May ; 
or the selectmen may cause returns of the same to 
be made to the office of the secretary of the Com- 
monwealth seventeen days at least before the said 
day ; and the secretary shall lay the same before 
the senate and the* house of representatives, on the 
last Wednesday in May, to be by them examined ; 
and in case of an election by a majority of all the 
votes returned, the choice shall be by them declared 
and published ; but if no person shall have a majority 
of votes, the house of representatives shall, by ballot, 
elect two out of four persons who had the highest 
number of votes, if so many shall have been voted 
for.; bqt if otherwise, out of \Vve Ti>Mc^i^x NOkV^^ \ssi\ 
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and make return to the senate of the two persons 
so elected ; on which, the senate shall proceed, by 
ballot, to elect one, who shall be declared governor. 

IV. The governor shall have authority, from 
time to time, at his discretion, to assemble and call 
together the counsellors of this Commonwealth for 
the time being ; and the governor, with the said 
counsellors, or five of them at least, shall and may, 
from time to time, hold and keep a council, for the 
ordering and directing the affairs of the Common- 
wealth, agreeably to the constitution and the laws 
of the land. 

V. The governor, with advice of council, shall 
"have full power and authority, during the session of 
the general court, to adjourn or prorogue the same 
to any time the two houses shall desire ; and to dis- 
solve the same on the day next preceding the last 
Wednesday in May ; and, in the recess of the 
said court, to prorogue the same from* time to time, 
not exceeding ninety days in any one recess ; and 
to call it together sooner than the time to which it 
may be adjourned or prorogued, if the welfare of 
the Commonwealth shall require the same ; and in 
case of any infectious distemper prevailing in the 
place where the said court is next at any time to 
convene, or any other cause happening, whereby 
danger may arise to the health or lives of the mem- 
bers from their attendance, he may direct the session 
to be held at some other the most convenient place 
within the State. 

[And the govenor shall dissolve the said general 
court on the day next preceding the last Wednesday 
in May.] 

VI. In cases of disagreemetiV VjeVwe^ti live two 
houses, with regard to the i»cea»\V^,ef»^^v^\jc^n«. 

i 
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time of adjournment or prorogation, the governor, 
with advice of the council, shall have a right to 
adjourn or prorogue the general court, not exceed- 
ing ninety days, as he shall determine the public 
good shall require. 

VII. The governor of this Commonwealth, for 
the time being, shall be the commander-in-chief of 
the army and navy, and of all the military forces of 
the State, by sea and land ; and shall have full power, 
by himself, or by any commander, or other officer 
or officers, from time to time, to train, instruct, 
exercise and govern the militia and navy ; and, for 
the special defence and safety of the Commonwealth, 
to assemble in martial array, and put in warlike 
posture, the inhabitants thereof, and to lead and 
conduct them, and with them to encounter, repel, 
resist, expel and pursue, by force of arms, as well 
by sea as by land, within or without the limits of 
this Commonwealth, and also to kill, slay and de- 
stroy, if necessary, and conquer, by all fitting ways, 
enterprises and means whatsoever, all and every 
such person and persons as shall, at any time here- 
after, in a hostile manner, attempt or enterprise the 
destruction, invasion, detriment, or annoyance of this 
Commonwealth ; and to use and exercise, over the 
army and navy, and over the militia in actual service, 
the law martial, in time of war or invasion, and also 
in time of rebellion, declared by the legislature 
to exist, as occasion shall necessarily require ; and 
to take and surprise, by all ways and means what- 
soever, all and every such person or persons, with 
their ships, arms, ammunition and other goods, as 
shall, in a hostile manner, invade, or attempt the in- 
vading, conquering, or annoying this Commonwealth ; 
and that the governor be mlTMsVe^ ^*vC^ ^ "^^"©fc 
and other powers^ incident to X\v^ o^Ci^^ ^^ ^"K^Nsixa? 
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general and commander-in-chief, and admiral, to 
be exercised agreeably to the rules and regulations 
of the constitution, and the laws of the land, and 
not otherwise. 

Provided, that the said governor shall not at any 
time hereafter, by virtue of any power by this con- 
stitution granted, or hereafter to be granted to him 
by the legislature, transport any of the inhabitants of 
this Commonwealth, or oblige them to march out of 
the limits of the same, without their free and volun- 
tary consent, or the consent of the general court ; ex- 
cept so far as may be necessary to march or trans- 
port them by land or water, for the defence of such 
part of the State to which they cannot otherwise con- 
veniently have access. 

VIII. The power of pardoning ofiences, except 
such as persons may be convicted of before the 
senate, by an impeachment of the house, shall be 
in the governor, by and with the advice of council ; 
but no charter of pardon, granted by the governor^ 
with advice of the council, before conviction, shall 
avail the party pleading the same, notwithstanding 
any general or particular expressions contained 
therein, descriptive of the ofience or offences intended 
to be pardoned. 

IX. All judicial officers, the attorney general, the 
solicitor general, all sheriffs, coroners, and registers 
of probate, shall be nominated and appointed by the 
governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
council ; and every such nomination shall be made 
by the governor, and made at least seven days prior 
to such appointment. 

X. The captains and &\]\>^VetT» ol ^^ xccjivMi 
shall be elected by the wnWexx Nox^a ^l V^^Nxix^ 
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tMind and alarm list of their respective companies, of 
twenty-one years of age and upwards )] the field 
officers of regiments shall be elected by the written 
votes of the captains and subalterns of their res- 
pective regiments ; the brigadiers shall be elected, 
in like manner, by the field officers of their respec- 
tive brigades ; and such officers, so elected, shall 
be commissioned by the governor, who shall deter- 
mine their rank. 

The legislature shall, by standing laws, direct 
the time and manner of convening the electors, 
and of collecting votes, and of certifying to the 
governor the officers elected. 

The major generals shall be appointed by the 
senate and house of representatives, each having a 
negative upon the other ; and be commissioned by 
the governor. 

And if the electors of brigadiers, field officers, 
captains or subalterns, shall neglect or refuse to make 
«uch elections, after being duly notified, according 
to the laws for the time being, then the governor, with 
advice of council, shall appoint suitable persons to 
^1 such offices. 

And no officer, duly commissioned to command 
in the militia, shall be removed from his office but 
by the address of both houses to the governor, or by 
fair trial in court martial, pursuant to the laws of the 
Commonwealth for the time being. 

The commanding officers of regiments shall appoint 
their adjutants and quarter masters ; the brigadiers 
their brigade majors ; and the major generals their 
aids ; and the governor shall appoint the adjutant 
general. 

[The governor, with advice of council, shall appoint 
all officers of the continental army, whom by the 
confederation of the Umled ^Va\fe^*\\.\&\itw\^^^"^:M!^ 
ibis Commonwealth shall appo\u\v~«^^ ^^^ ^ ^^^''s^ 
of forts and garrisons. 
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The divisioDS of the militia into brigades, regi- 
ments and companies, made in pursuance of the 
militia laws now in force, shall be considered as the 
proper divisions of the militia of this Common weahh, 
until the same shall be altered in pursuance of some 
future law.] 

XI. No moneys shall be issued out of the treasury 
of this Commonwealth, and disposed of, (except 
such sums as may be appropriated for the redemption 
of bills of credit or treasurer's notes, or for the 
payment of interest arising thereon,) but by warrant 
under the hand of the governor for the time being, 
with the advice and consent of the council, for the 
necessary defence and support of the Commonwealth, 
and for the protection and preservation of the in- 
habitants thereof, agreeably to the acts and resolves 
of the general court. 

XII. All public boards, the commissary general, 
all superintending officers of public magazines and 
stores, belonging to this Commonwealth, and all 
commanding officers of forts and garrisons within the 
same, shall, once in every three months, officially 
and without requisition, and at other times, when 
required by the governor, deliver to him an account of 
all goods, stores, provisions, ammunition, cannon with 
their appendages, and small arms with their accou- 
trements, and of all other public property whatever 
under their care respectively ; distinguishing the quan- 
tity, number, quality and kind of each, as partic- 
ularly as may be ; together with the condition of 
such forts, and garrisons ; and the said commanding 
officer shall exhibit to the governor, when required 
by him, true and exact plans of such forts, and of 
the land and sea, or harbor or harbors, adjacent. 

And the said boards, and a\\ ipvx\i\\c o^^i^x^^^Wt 
communicate to the governot ^^a ^o^"^ ^^ "Kva-l '^ 
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after receiving the same, all letters, despatches, and 
intelligences of a public nature, which shall be di- 
rected to them respectively. 

Xm. As the public good requires that the gov- 
ernor should not be under the undue influence of any 
of the members of the general court, by a depen- 
dence on them for his support, — that he should, in 
all cases, act with freedom for the benefit of the 
public, — that he should not have his attention nec- 
essarily diverted from that object to his private con- 
cerns, — and that he should maintain the dignity of 
the Commonwealth in the character of its chief 
magistrate, — it is necessary that he should have an 
honorable stated salary, of a fixed and permanent 
value, amply sufficient for those purposes, and es- 
tablished by standing laws ; and it shall be among 
the first acts of the general court, after the com- 
mencement of this constitution, to establish such sal- 
ary by law accordingly. 

Permanent and honorable salaries shall also be 
established by law for the justices of the supreme 
judicial court. 

And if it shall be found that any of the salaries 
aforesaid, so established, are insufficient, they shall^ 
from time to time, be enlarged, as the general court 
shall judge proper. 



CHAPTER II. 

SECTION II. 

Lieutenant Governor. 



Art. I. . There shall be annually elected a lieu- 
tenant governor of the Commonwealth of Maaaa- 
chuaetts, whose title shall be \l\^ W5^^^^ "wA 
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who shall be qualified, in point of [religion,] property 
and residence in the Commonwealth, in the same man- 
ner with the governor ; and the day and manner of 
his election, and the qualifications of the electoiS) 
shall be the same as are required in the election 
of a governor. The return of the votes for this offi- 
cer, and the declaration of his election, shall be in 
the same manner ; and if no one person shall be 
found to have a majority of all the votes returned^ 
the vacancy shall be filled by the senate and house 
of representatives in the same manner as the gov- 
ernor is to be elected, in case no one person shall 
have a majority of the votes of the people to be 
governor. 

II. The governor, and in his absence the lieuten- 
ant governor, shall be president of the council, but 
shall have no vote in council ; and the lieutenant 
governor shall always be a member of the councili 
except when the chair of the governor shall be 
vacant. 

III. Whenever the chair of the governor shall 
be vacant, by reason of his death, or absence from 
the Commonwealth, or otherwise, the lieutenant gov- 
ernor for the time being shall, during such vacancy, 
perform all the duties incumbent upon the governor, 
and shall have and exercise all the powers and au- 
thorities which, by this constitution, the governor is 
vested with, when personally present. 



CHAPTER II. 

SECTION III. 

Council^ and the manner of Settling Elections, by 

the Legislature. 

Art, I. There shall be a couucil for advising 
the governor in the executiwe ^«t\. o1 >Jcka ^^^t& 
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ment, to consist of nine persons besides the lieu- 
tenant governor, whom the governor for the time 
being shall have full power and authority, from 
time to time, at his discretion, to assemble and call 
together ; and the governor, with the said counsellors 
or five of them at least, shall and may, from time to 
time, hold and keep a council, for the ordering and 
directing the affairs of the Commonwealth, according 
to the laws of the land. 

n. [Nine counsellors shall be annually chosen from 
among the persons returned for counsellors and sena- 
tors, on the last Wednesday in May, by the joint bal- 
lot of the senators and representatives assembled in 
one room ; and in case there shall not be found, upon 
the first choice, the whole number of nine persons 
who will accept a seat in the council, the de^ciency 
shall be made up by the electors aforesaid from among 
the people at large ; and the number of senators left 
shall constitute the senate for the year. The seats of 
the persons thus elected from the senate, and accept- 
ing the trust, shall be vacated in the senate.] 

III. The counsellors, in the civil arrangements 
of the Commonwealth, shall have rank next after 
the lieutenant governor. 

IV. [Not more than two counsellors shall be 
chosen out of any one district of this Commonwealth.] 

V. The resolutions and advice of the council 
shall be recorded in a register, and signed by the 
members present; and this record may be called 
for at any time by either house of the legislature ; 
and any member of the council may insert his opin- 
ion contrary to the resolution ot lYie toe^'^otvV^ , 
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VI. Whenever the office of the governor and 
lieutenant governor shall be vacant, by reason of 
death, absence, or otherwise, then the council, or 
the major part of them, shall, during such vacancy, 
have full power and authority to do and execute all 
and every such acts, matters and things, as the 
governor or the lieutenant governor might or could 
by virtue of this constitution, do or execute, if they 
or either of them, were personally present. 

VII. And whereas the elections appointed to be 
made by this constitution, on the last Wednesday 
in May annually, by the two houses of the leg- 
islature, may not be completed on that day, the said 
elections may be adjourned from day to day until 
the same shall be completed. And the order of 
elections shall be as follows : the vacancies in the 
senate, if any, shall first be filled up ; the governor 
and lieutenant governor shall then be elected, pro- 
vided there should be no choice of them by the 
people ; and afterwards the two houses shall proceed 
to the election of the council. 



CHAPTER II. 

SECTION IV. 

Secretary^ Treasurer [Commissary, ^c] 

Art. I. The secretary, treasurer and receiver- 
general, [and the commissary general, notaries public 
and naval officers,] shall be chosen annually, by 
joint ballot of the senators and representatives in 
one room ; and, that the citizens of this Common- 
wealth may be assured, from time to time, that the 
moneys remaining in the public treasury, upon the 
settlement and liquidation of the public accountSi 
are their property, no man a\va\\ \i^ ^\^\J^^ ^"^Xx^^- 
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surer and receiver-general more than five years suc- 
cessively. 

II. The records of the Commonwealth shall be 
kept in the office of the secretary, who may appoint 
his deputies, for whose conduct he shall be account- 
able, and he shall attend the governor and council, 
the senate and house of representatives, in person, 
or by his deputies, as they shall respectively require. 



CHAPTER III. 
Judiciary Power, 

Abt. I. The tenure that all commission offi- 
cers shall, by law, have in their offices, shall be ex- 
pressed in their respective commissions. All judi- 
cial officers, duly appointed, commissioned and sworn 
shall hold their offices during good behavior, ex- 
cepting such concerning whom there is different 
provision made in this constitution : provided, never- 
theless, the governor, with consent of the council, 
may remove them upon the address of both houses 
of the legislature. 

II. Each branch of the legislature, as well as 
the governor and council, shall have authority to 
require the opinions of the justices of the supreme 
judicial court, upon important questions of law, and 
upon solemn occasions. 

ni. In order that the people may not suffer 
from the long continuance in place of any justice 
of the peace, who shall fail of discharging the im- 
portant duties of his office with ability or fidelity, 
all commissions of justices of the peace shall e.YL'^NXfe 
and become void, in the term oi ses^xi '^J^^x^ ^\q»\sv 
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their respective dates ; and upon the expiration of 
any commission, the same may, if necessary, be 
renewed, or another person appointed, as shall most 
conduce to the well being of the Commonwealth. 

IV. The judges of probate of wills, and for 
granting letters of administration, shall hold their 
courts at such place or places, on fixed days as the 
convenience of the people shall require ; and the 
legislature shall from time to time hereafter appoint 
such times and places; until which appointments, 
the said courts shall be holden at the times and places 
which the respective judges shall direct. 

V. All causes of marriage, divorce and alimony, 
and all appeals from the judges of probate, shall be 
heard and determined by the governor and council, 
until the legislature shall, by law, make other pro- 
vision. 



CHAPTER IV. 

Delegates to Congress. 

[The delegates of this Commonwealth to the con- 
gresif of the United States shall, sometime in the 
month of June annually, be elected by the joint 
ballot of the senate and house of representatives, 
assembled together in one room ; to serve in congress 
for one year, to commence on the first Monday in 
November then next ensuing. They shall have 
commissions under the hand of the governor, and the 
great seal of the Commonwealth ; but may be re- 
called at any time within the year, and others chosen 
and commissioned, in the same manner, in their 
stead,] 
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CHAPTER V. 

The University at Cambridge^ and Encouragement 

of Literature^ Sfc. 

SECTION I. 

The University. 

Art. I. Whereas, our wise and pious ancestors 
so early as the year one thousand six hundred and 
thirty-six, laid the foundation of Harvard College, 
in which university many persons of great emi- 
nence have, by the blessing of GOD, been initiated 
in those arts and sciences, which qualified them for 
public employments, both in church and state ; and 
whereas, the encouragement of arts and sciences, 
and all good literature, tends to the honor of GOD, 
the advantage of the Christian religion, and the 
great benefit of this, and the other United States of 
America— it is declared, that the PRESIDENT 
and FELLOWS of HARVARD COLLEGE, in 
their corporate capacity, and their successors in 
that capacity, their officers and servants, shall have, 
hold, use, exercise and enjoy, all the powers, 
authorities, rights, liberties, privileges, immunities 
and franchises, which they now have, or are entitled 
to have, hold, use, exercise and enjoy ; and the 
same are hereby ratified and confirmed unto th6m, 
the said president and fellows of Harvard College, 
and to their successors, and to their officers and ser- 
vants, respectively, forever. 

II. And whereas there have been, at sundry times, 
by divers persons, gifts, grants, devises of houses, 
lands, tenements, goods, chattels, legacies and con- 
veyances, heretofore made, either to Harvard Col- 
lege in Cambridge, in New England, or to the pres- 
ident and fellows of Harvard Co\\e%e,w Vi^^^aR^^ 
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college, by some other description, under several 
charters successively ; it is declared, that all the 
said gifts, grants, devises, legacies and conveyances, 
are hereby forever confirmed unto the president and 
fellows of Harvard College, and to their successors, 
in the capacity aforesaid, according to the true intent 
and meaning 'of the donor or donors, grantor or 
grantors, devisor or devisors. 

III. And whereas, by an act of the general court 
of the colony of Massachusetts Bay, passed in the 
year one thousand six hundred and forty-two, the 
governor and deputy governor, for the time being, 
and all the magistrates of that jurisdiction, were, 
with the president, and a number of the clergy in 
the said act described, constituted the overseers of 
Harvard College ; and it being necessary, in this 
new constitution of government, to ascertain who 
shall be deemed successors to the said governor, 
deputy governor, and magistrates ; it is declared, that 
the governor, lieutenant governor, council and sen- 
ate of this Commonwealth, are, and shall be deemed, 
their successors ; who, with the president of Har- 
vard College for the time being, together with the 
ministers of the congregational churches in the towns 
of Cambridge, Watertown, Charlestown, Boston, Rox- 
bury, and Dorchester, mentioned in the said act, 
shall be, and hereby are, vested with all the powers 
and authority belonging, or in any way appertaining, 
to the overseers of Harvard College ; Provided, 
that nothing herein shall be construed to prevent the 
legislature of this Commonwealth from making such 
alterations in the government of the said university, 
as shall be conducive to its advantage, and the in- 
terest of the republic of letters, in as full a manner as 
might have been done by the legislature of the late 
province of the MassacViuaeltsBa^. 
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CHAPTER. V. 

SECTION II. 

The Encouragement of Literature^ c^c. 

Wisdom and knowledge, as well as virtue, dif- 
fused generally among the body of the people, being 
necessary for the preservation of their rights and 
liberties ; and as these depend on spreading the op- 
portunities and advantages of education in the vari- 
ous parts of the country, and among the different 
orders of the people, it shall be the duty of legisla- 
tures and magistrates, in all future periods of this 
Commonwealth, to cherish the interests of literature 
and the sciences, and all seminaries of them ; es- 
pecially the University at Cambridge, public schools, 
and grammar schools in the towns ; to encourage 
private societies and public institutions, rewards and 
iromunities, for the promotion of agriculture, arts, 
sciences, commerce, trades, manufactures, and a 
natural history of the country ; to countenance and 
inculcate the principles of humanity and general 
benevolence, public and private charity, industry and 
frugality, honesty and punctuality in their dealings ; 
sincerity, good humor, and all social affections, and 
generous sentiments among the people. 



CHAPTER VI. 

Oixths and Subscriptions ; Incompatibility of and 
Exclusion from Offices ; Pecuniary Qualifications ; 
Commissions ; Writs ; Confirmation of Laws ; 
Habeas Corpus ; The Enacting Style; [ContinU'

Art. I. [Any person chosen governor ^l\ft\\l««a.^v 
goremor, counsellor, senator, ox t^^x«^^^Naxv^^>'«J^

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accepting the trust, shall, before he proceed to exe- 
cute the duties of his place or ofHce, make and sub- 
scrbe the following declaration, viz : 

^* I, A. B. do declare, that 1 believe the Christian 
religion, and have a firm persuasion of its truth ; and 
that I am seized and posessed, in my own right, of 
the property required by the constitution, as one 
qualification for the office or place to which I am 
elected." 

And the governor, lieutenant governor, and coun- 
sellors, shall make and subscribe the said declaration, 
in the presence of the two houses of assembly ; and 
the senators and representatives, first elected under 
this constitution, before the president and five of the 
council of the former constitution, and, forever a Aer- 
wards, before the governor and council for the time 
being. 

And every person, chosen to either of the places 
or offices aforesaid, as also any person appointed or 
commissioned to any judicial, executive, military, or 
other office under the government, shall, before he 
enters on the discharge of the business of his place 
or o ^ice, take and subscribe the following declaration, 
and oaths or affirmations, viz. — 

" I, A. B. do truly and sincerely acknowledge, pro- 
fess, testify and declare, that the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts is, and of right ought to be, a free, 
sovereign and independent state ; and I do swear, 
that I will bear true faith and allegiance to the said 
Commonwealth, and that I will defend the same 
against traitorous conspiracies and all hostile attempts 
whatsoever ; and that I do renounce and abjure all 
allegiance, subjection and obedience to the king, queen 
or government of Great Britan, (as the case may be) 
and every other foreign power whatsoever; and that 
no foreign prince, person, prelate, state or potentate, 
Aaih or ought to have, an^ *^vxrvsd\cUoxk^%vi^Tv^ntY^ 
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pre-eminence, authority, dispensing or other power, 
in any matter, civil, ecclesiastical or spiritual, withio 
this Commonwealth ; except the authority and power 
which is or may be vested by their constituents in the 
congress of the United States ; and I do further tes- 
tify and declare, that no man or body of men hatb 
or can have any right to absolve or discharge me 
from the obligation of this oath, declaration or affir- 
mation ; and that I do make this acknowledgment, 
profession, testimony, declaration, denial, renuncia- 
tion and abjuration, heartily and truly, according to 
the common meaning and acceptation of the fore- 
going words, without any equivocation, mental eva- 
sion, or secret reservation whatsoever. So help me 
God."] 

'^ I, A. B., do solemnly swear and affirm, that I 
will faithfully and impartially discharge and perform 
all the duties incumbent on me as , 

according to the best of my abilities and under- 
standing, agreeably to the rules and regulations of 
the constitution, and the laws of the Commonwealth. 
So help me God." 

Provided always, that when any person, choeen 
or appointed as aforesaid, shall be of the denomina- 
tion of the people called Quakers, and shall decline 
taking the said oaths, he shall make his affirmation 
in the foregoing form, and subscribe the same, omit- 
ting the words [" I do swear ^^^ " and abjure^^^ " oath 
or^^ " and abjuration^'*'] in the first oath'; and, in the 
second oath, the words ^' swear and ;" and in each 
of them the words, " So help me GOD ;" subjoining 
instead thereof, ** This I do under the pains and 
penalties of perjury,'*'* 

And the said oaths or affirmations shall be taken 
and subscribed by the governor, lieutenant gpvet^^^'t^ 
and counsellor&i, before the pteavdetiX ol ^^ ^ikwoaJ^Y 
iD the presence of the two houBea oi ««»ix^'i > ^^^ 
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by the senators and representatives [first elected under 
this constitution, before the president and five of the 
council of the former constitution ; and forever aAer- 
wards] before the governor and council for the time 
being ; and by the residue of the officers aforesaid, 
before such persons, and in such manner, as from 
time to time shall be prescribed by the legislature. 

II. No governor, lieutenant governor, or judge 
of the supreme judicial court, shall hold any other 
office or place, under the authority of this C!om- 
mon wealth, except such as by this constitution they 
are admitted to hold, saving that the judges of the 
said court may hold the offices of justices of the 
peace through the State ; nor shall they hold any 
other place or office, or receive any pension or sala- 
ry from any other state, or government, or power 
whatever. 

No person shall be capable of holding or exercis- 
ing, at the same time, within this State, more than 
one of the following offices, viz. : judge of pro- 
bate, sheriff, register of probate, or register of 
deeds; and never more than any two offices, 
which are to be held by appointment of the gov- 
ernor, or the governor and council, or the sen- 
ate, or the house of representatives, or by the 
election of the people of the State at large, or 
of the people of any county, military offices, and 
the offices of justices of the peace excepted, shall 
be held by one person. 

No person holding the office of judge of the su- 
preme judicial court, secretary, attorney-general, 
solicitor-general, treasurer or receiver-general, judge 
of probate, commissary-general, president, profes- 
sor or instructor of Harvard College, sheriff, clerk of 
the house o£ representatives^ te^xslei of probate, 
regmter of deeds, clerk of \V\e «u^x^m& \\>i^^>i^ 
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court, clerk of the inferior court of common pleas, 
or officer of the customs, including, in this descrip- 
tion, naval officers, shall at the same time have a 
seat in the senate or house of representatives ; but 
* their being chosen or appointed to, and accepting 
the same, shall operate as a resignation of their seat 
in the senate or house of representatives ; and the 
place so vacated shall be filled up. 

And the same rule shall take place in case any 
judge of the said supreme judicial court, or judge 
of probate, shall accept a seat in council ; or any 
counsellor shall accept of either of those offices or 
places. 

And no person shall ever be admitted to hold a 
seat in the legislature, or any office of trust or im- 
portance under the government of this Common- 
wealth, who shall, in the due course of law, have 
been convicted of bribery or corruption, in obtaining 
an election or appointment. 

III. In all cases, where sums of money are 
mentioned in this constitution, the value thereof 
shall be computed in silver, at six shillings and 
eight pence per ounce ; and it shall be in the power 
of the legislature, from time to time, to increase 
such qualifications, as to property, of the persons 
to be elected to offices, as the circumstances of the 
Commonwealth shall require 

IV. All commissions shall be in the name of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, signed by the 
governor, and attested by the secretary or his 
deputy, and have the great seal of the Common- 
wealth affixed thereto. 



V. All writs, issuing owl oi \\\^ cX^^^vJSiR.^' 
May of the courts of law, aWV\ >ae^ \\v "^^ ^^^'^ 
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the Commonwealth of Massachusetts ; they shall be 
under the seal of the court from whence they issue ; 
they shall bear test of the first justice of the court to 
which they shall be returnable, who is not a party, 
and be signed by the clerk of such court. 

VI. All the laws, which have heretofore been 
adopted, used and approved in the province, colony 
or state of Massachusetts Bay, and usually practised 
on in the courts of law, shall still remain and be in 
full force until altered or repealed by the legislature ; 
such parts only excepted as are repugnant to the 
rights and liberties contained in this constitution. 

VII. The privilege and benefit of the writ of 
habeas corpus shall be enjoyed in this Commonwealth 
in the most free, easy, cheap, expeditious and ample 
manner ; and shall not be suspended by the legis- 
lature, except upon the most urgent and pressing 
occasions, and for a limited time, not exceeding 
twelve months. 

VIII. The enacting style, in making and pass- 
ing all acts, statutes and laws, shall be — ^' Be it 
enacted by the senate and house of representatives, 
in general court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same." 

IX. [To the end there may be no failure of jus- 
tice, or danger arise to the Commonwealth, from a 
change of the form of government — all officers, civil 
and military, holding commissions under the govern- 
ment arid people of Massachusetts Bay in New Eng- 
land, and all other officers of the said government 
and people, at the time this constitution shall take 

effect, shall have, hold, use, exetcXa^ ^xv^ ^ivys^ «^Il 
the po wers and authority lo \V\em ^tatiXft^ at ^oTcwm^x- 
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ted, until other persons shall he appointed in their 
stead ; and all courts of law shall proceed in the 
execution of the husiness of their respective depart- 
ments ; and all the executive and legislative officers, 
i>odies and powers shall continue in full force, in the 
enjoyment and exercise of all their trusts, employ- 
ments and authority, until the general court and the 
supreme and executive officers under this constitution 
are designated and invested with their respective 
trusts, powers and authority. 

X. In order the more effectually to adhere to the 
principles of the constitution, and to correct those 
"violations which by any means may be made therein, 
48 well as to form such alterations as from experience 
shall be found necessary — the general court, which 
shall be in the year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety-five, shall issue precepts to the 
selectmen of the several towns, and to the assessors 
of the unincorporated plantations, directing them to 
<;onvene the qualified voters of their respective towns 
and plantations, for the purpose of collecting their 
sentiments on the necessity or expediency of revising 
the constitution, in order to amendments. 

And if it shall appear by the returns made, that 
two-thirds of the qualified voters throughout the 
State, who shall assemble and vote in consequence of 
the said precepts are in favor of such revision or 
amendment, the general court shall issue precepts, 
or direct them to be issued from the secretary's 
office to the several towns, to elect delegates to meet 
in convention for the purpose aforesaid. 

The said delegates to be chosen in the same man- 
ner and proportion as their representatives in the 
second branch of the legislature are by this constitu- 
tion to be chosen.] 
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XI. This form of government shall be enrollec) 
on parchment, and deposited in the 8ecretary^» 
office, and be a part of the laws of the land ; and 
printed copies thereof shall be prefixed to the book 
containing the laws of this Commonwealth, in all 
future editions of the said laws. 



ARTICLES OF AMENDMENT. 

Art. 1. If any bill or resolve shall be objected^ 
to and not approved by the governor, and if the 
general court shall adjourn within five days af\er 
the same shall have been laid before the governor 
for his approbation, and thereby prevent his return-^ 
ing it, with his objections, as provided by the Consti- 
tution, such bill or resolve shall not become a law, nor 
have force as such. 

Art. 2. The general court shall have full power 
and authority to erect and constitute municipal or city 
governments in any corporate town or towns in this 
Commonwealth, and to grant to the inhabitants- 
thereof such powers, privileges and immunities, not 
repugnant to the constitution, as the general court 
shall deem necessary or expedient for the regulation 
and government thereof, and to prescribe the man- 
ner of calling and holding public meetings of the 
inhabitants in wards, or otherwise, for the election 
of officers under the constitution, and the manner 
of returning the votes given at such meetmgs : 
Provided, that no such government shall be erected 
or constituted in any town not containing twelve 
thousand inhabitants; nor unless it be with the 
consent and on the application of a majority of the 
inhabit&nts of such town, present and voting there- 
oriy pursuant to a vote al a itve^Xx^i^ ^viN.'^ ^^xu^ 
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and holden for that purpose : and provided also, 
that all by-laws, made by such municipal or city 
government, shall be subject, at all times, to be an- 
nulled by the general court 

Art. 3. Every male citizen, of twenty-one years of 
age and upwards, (excepting paupers and persons 
under guardianship,) who shall have resided within 
the Commonwealth one year, and within the town 
or district, in which he may claim a right to vote, 
six calendar months next preceding any election of 
governor, lieutenant governor, senators or repre- 
sentatives, and who shall have paid by himself or 
his parent, master or guardian, any state or county 
tax, which shall, within two years next preceding 
such election, have been assessed upon him, in any 
town or district of this Commonwealth ; and also 
every citizen who shall be by law exempted from 
taxation, and who shall be in all other respects 
qualified as above mentioned, shall have a right to 
vote in such election of governor, lieutenant gover- 
nor, senators and representatives ; and no other per- 
son shall be entitled to vote in such elections. 

Abt. 4. Notaries public shall be appointed by the 
governor, in the same manner as judicial officers are 
appointed, and shall hold their offices during seven 
years, unless sooner removed by the governor, with 
the consent of the council, upon the address of both 
houses of the legislature. 

In case the office of secretary or treasurer of the 
Commonwealth shall become vacant from any cause^ 
during the recess of the General Court, the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the Council, shall 
nominate and appoint, under such regulations as 
may be prescribed by law, a competent and suitable 
penoa to such vacant ofEice, yiVvo ^ti^ \is\^ "^^c^fe 
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same until a successor shall be appointed by the 
General Court. 

Whenever the exigencies of the Commonwealth 
shall require the appointment of a commissary gen- 
eral, he shall be nominated, appointed and coromis* 
sioned, in such manner as the legislature may, by 
law, prescribe. 

AH officers commissioned to command in the militia, 
may be removed from office in such manner as the 
legislature may, by law, prescribe. 

Art. 5. In the elections of captains and subal- 
terns of the militia, all the members of their respec- 
tive companies, as well those under, as those above 
the age of twenty-one years, shall have a right to 
vote. 

Art. 6. Instead of the oath of allegiance pre- 
scribed by the constitution, the following oath shall 
be taken and subscribed by every person chosen or 
appointed to any office, civil or military, under the 
government of this Commonwealth, before he shall 
enter on the duties of his office, to wit: 

"I, A. B., do solemnly swear, that I will bear 
true faith and allegiance to the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and will support the constitution 
thereof. So help me God." 

Provided, That when any person shall be of the 
denomination called Quakers, and shall decline taking 
said oath, he shall make his affirmation in the fore- 
going form, omitting the word " swear," and insert- 
ing, instead thereof, the word " affirm," and omittiofi 
the words " so help me God," and subjoining, instead 
thereof, the words " this I do under the pains and 
penalties of perjury." 

Art. 7. No oath, declaration or subscription. 
«j:cepting the oalh prescrv\>eA,\\iV\ve^T^c,^^\\i%^\\Y^^ 
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and the oath of oflico, shall he required of the 
governor, lieutenant governor, counsellors, senators, 
or representatives, to qualify them to perform the 
daties of their respective offices. 

Art. 8. No judge of any court of this Common- 
wealth, (except the court of sessions,) and no person 
holding any office under the authority of the United 
States, (postmasters excepted) shall, at the same 
time, hold the office of governor, lieutenant gover- 
nor, or counsellor, or have a seat in the senate, or 
house of representatives of this Commonwealth ; 
and no judge of any court in this Commonwealth, 
(except the court of sessions,) nor the attorney-gen- 
eral, solicitor-general, county-attorney, clerk of any 
court, sheriff, treasurer and receiver-general, register 
of probate, nor register of deeds, shall continue to hold 
his said office aAer being elected a member of the 
congress of the United States, and accepting that 
trust ; but the acceptance of such trust, by any of 
the officers aforesaid, shall be deemed and taken to 
be a resignation of his said office ; and judges of the 
courts of common pleas shall hold no other office 
under the government of this Commonwealth, the 
office of justice of the peace and militia offices 
excepted. 

Art. 9. If, at any time hereaAer, any specific and 
particular amendment or amendments to the con- 
stitution be proposed in the general court, and 
agreed to by a majority of the senators and two- 
thirds of the members of the house of representa- 
tives, present and voting thereon, such proposed 
amendment or amendments shall be entered on the 
journals of the two houses, with the yeas and nays 
taken thereon, and referred to iK^ ^tifexftk q.<»«^ 
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then next to be chosen, and shall be published ; and 
if, in the general court next chosen, as aforesaid, 
such proposed amendment or amendments shall be 
agreed to by a majority of the senators and two« 
thirds of the members of the house of representa- 
tives present and voting thereon ; then it shall be the : 
duty of the general court to submit such proposed . 
amendment or amendments to the people ; and if j 
they shall be approved and ratified by a majority of : 
the qualified voters, voting thereon, at meetings : 
legally warned and holden for that purpose, they 
shull become part of the constitution of this Com- 
monwealth. 

Art. 10. The political year shall begin on the 
first Wednesday of January instead of the last Wed- 
nesday of May, and the general court shall assemble 
every year on the said first Wednesday of January, 
and shall proceed, at that session, to make all the 
elections, and do all the other acts, which are by the 
constitution required to be made and done at the ses- 
sion which has heretofore commenced on the last 
Wednesday of May. And the general court shall be 
dissolved on the day next preceding the first Wednes- 
day of January, without any proclamation or other 
act of the governor. But nothing herein contained 
shall prevent the general court from assembling at 
such other times as they shall 'judge necessary, or 
when called together by the governor. The govern- 
or, lieutenant governor, and counsellors, shall also 
hold their respective offices for one year next follow- 
ing the first Wednesday of January, and until others 
are chosen and qualified in their stead. 

The meeting for the choice of governor, lieutenant 
governor, senators and representatives, shall be held 
on the second Monday ot NoNe«\\»t In. every year;

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As the public worship of God, and instructions 
in piety, religion and morality, promote the happiness 
and prosperity of a people, and the security of a 
republican government ; therefore, the several re- 
ligious societies of this Commonwealth, whether 
corporate or unincorporate, at any meeting legally 
warned and holden for that purpose, shall ever have 
the right to elect their pastors or religious teachers, 
to contract with them for their support, to raise money 
for erecting and repairing houses for public worship, 
for the maintenance of religious instruction, and for 
the payment of necessary expenses ; And all persons 
belonging to any religious society shall be taken and 
held to be members, until they shall file with the 
clerk of such society a written notice declaring the 
dissolution of their membership, and thenceforth 
shall not be liable for any grant or contract 
which may be thereafter made or entered into 
by such society : And all religious sects and 
denominations, demeaning themselves peaceably, 
and as good citizens of the Commonwealth, shall be 
eqi.ally under the protection of the law; and no sub- 
ordination of any one sect or denomination to another 
shall ever be established by law. 

Art. 12. In order to provide for a representa- 
tion of the citizens of this Commonwealth, founded 
upon the principles of equality, a census of the rutable 
polls in each city, town, and district, of the Common- 
wealth, on the first day of May, shall be taken and 
returned into the secretary's ofRce, in such manner 
as the legislature shall provide within the month of 
May, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-seven, and in every tenth year 
thereafter in the month of May, in manner aforesaid, 
and each town or cily having^ \.V\tee Uuadred ratable 
polls at the last preceding deceiixvvaX ^^ti&v» ^^ ^^^v 
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may elect one representative, and for every four 
hundred and fifty ratable polls in addition to the first 
three hundred, one representative more. 

Any town having less than three hundred ratable 
polls shall be represented thus : the whole number 
of ratable polls, at the last preceding decennial 
census of polls, shall be multiplied by ten, and the 
product divided by three hundred, and such town 
may elect one representative as many years within 
ten years as three hundred is contained in the pro- 
duct aforesaid. 

Any city or town having ratable polls enough to 
elect one or more representatives, with any number 
of polls beyond the necessary number, may be rep- 
resented as to that surplus number, by multiplying 
such surplus number by ten, and dividing the product 
by four hundred and fifty ; and such city or town 
may elect one additional representative as many 
years within the ten years, as four hundred and fifty 
is contained in the product aforesaid. 

Any two or more of the several towns and districts 
may, by consent of a majority of the legal voters 
present at a legal meeting in each of said towns and 
districts respectively, called for that purpose, and 
held previous to the first day of July, in the year in 
which the decennial census of polls shall be taken, 
form themselves into a representative district, to con- 
tinue until the next decennial census of polls, for the 
election of a representative or representatives ; and 
such district shall have all the rights, in regard to 
representation, which would belong to a town con- 
taining the same number of ratable polls. 

The governor and council shall ascertain and de- 
termine, within the months of July and August, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-seven, according to the foregoing i;»riQcl^leA^

and representative district, is entitled to elect, and 
the number of years within the period of ten years, 
then next ensuing, that each city, town, and repre- 
sentative district, may elect an additional represen- 
tative ; and where any town has not a sufficient 
number of polls to elect a representative each year, 
then how many years within the ten years such 
town may elect a representative ; and the same shall 
be done once in ten years thereafter, by the govenor 
and council, and the number of ratable polls in each 
decennial census of polls shall determine the number 
of representatives which each city, town, and repre- 
sentative district may elect, as aforesaid ; and when 
the number of representatives to be elected by each 
city, town, or representative district, is ascertained 
and determined as aforesaid, the govenor shall cause 
the same to be published forthwith for the' informa- 
tion of the people, and that number shall remain 
fixed and unalterable for the period of ten years. 

All the provisions of the existing constitution in- 
consistent with the provisions herein contained, are 
hereby wholly annulled. 

Art. 13. A census of the inhabitants of each city 
and town, on the first day of May, shall be taken and 
returned into the secretary's office on or before the 
last day of June, of the year one thousand eight 
hundred and forty, and of every tenth year there- 
after, which census shall determine the apportion- 
ment of senators and representatives for the term of 
ten years. 

The several senatorial districts now existing, shall 
be permanent. The senate shall consist of forty 
members ; and in the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty, and every tenth year thereafter, the 
governor and council shall assign the number of 
aenators to be chosen \n ea.c\v ^^aXT\^^.^ ^£;<c^i^\fiL<^ to 
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the number of inhabitants in the same. But, in all 
cases, at least one senator shall be assigned to each 
district. 

The members of the house of representatives 
shall be apportioned in the following manner : — 
Every town or city containing twelve hundred in- 
habitants may elect one representative ; and two 
thousand four hundred inhabitants shall be the mean 
increasing number which shall entitle it to an addi- • 
tional representative. 

Every town containing less than twelve hundred 
inhabitants shall be entitled to elect a representative 
as many times, within ten years, as the number one 
hundred and sixty is contained in the number of 
the inhabitants of said town. Such towns may also 
elect one representative for the year in which the 
valuation of estates within the Commonwealth shall 
be settled. 

Any two or more of the several towns may, by 
consent of a majority of the legal voters present at a 
legal meeting, in each of said towns respectively, 
called for that purpose, and held before the first day 
of August in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
forty, and every tenth year thereafter, form them- 
selves into a representative district, to continue for 
the term of ten vears ; and such district shall have 
all the rights, in regard to representation, which would 
belong to a town containing the same number of in- 
habitants. 

The number of inhabitants which shall entitle a 
town to elect one representative, and the mean in- 
creasing number, which shall entitle a town or city 
to elect more than one, and also the number by 
which the population of towns, not entitled to a 
representative every year, is to be divided, shall be 
increased respectively, by one-let\\\\ o^ \Vsfe w\«c^5«^

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Commonwealth shall have increased to seven hun- 
dred and seventy thousand, and for every additional 
increase of seventy thousand inhabitants, the same 
addition of one-tenth shall be made respectively to the 
said numbers above mentioned.' 

In the year of each decennial census, the governor 
and council shall, before the first day of September, 
apportion the number of representatives which 
each city, town and representative district, is entitled 
to elect, and ascertain how mmy years, within ten 
years, any town may elect a representative, which 
is not entitled to elect one every year, and tlie gov- 
ernor shall cause the same to be published forthwith. 

Nine counsellors shall be annually chosen from 
among the people at large, on the first Wednes- 
day of January, or as soon thereafter as may be, by 
the joint ballot of the senators and representatives, 
assembled in one room, who shall, as soon as may 
be, in like manner, fill up any vacancies that may 
happen in the council, by death, resignation, or 
otherwise. No person shall be elected a counsellor 
who has not been an inhabitant of this Common- 
wealth, for the term of five years immediately pre- 
ceding his election ; and not more than one counsellor 
shall be chosen from any one senatorial district in 
the Commonwealth. 

No possession of a freehold, or of any other estate, 
shall be required as a qualification for holding a seat 
in either branch of the general court, or in the ex- 
ecutive council. 



[Note.— The constitution of Ma8!<acliusett8 was agreed apon by del- 
egates of the people, in convention, begun and held at Cambridge on the 
first day of September, 1779. and continued by adjournments to the second 
day of March, 1780, when the convention adjourned to meet on the first 
Wednesday of the ensuing June. In the meantime the conRtitution was 
Babmltted to the p«ople, to be adopted by them, provided two>thirds of 
the rotea given should be In Uie at^rmaiVv^. ^\i«^\3ti«cAX(H«iASL<ce«.ur 
sembled, it waa found that the coiiavVvxiWoTi \\«A \i^Tv «As&^\»& Xs? ^^ 
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nqaislte number of votes, and the convention accordingly resolved,

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UNITED STATES. 



WE, the people of the United States, in order to 
form a more perfect union, establish justice, insure 
domestic tranquillity, provide for the common de- 
fence, promote the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty Up ourselves and our posterity, 
do ordain and establish this Constitution for thb 
United States of Ameeica. 

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. All legislative powers herein granted 
shall be vested in a Congress of the United States, 
which shall consist of a Senate and House of Bep- 
resentatives. 

Sect. 2. The house of representatives shall be 
composed of members chosen every second year, 
by the people of the several states; and the electors 
in each state shall have the qualifications requisite 
for electors of the most numerous branch of the 
state legislature. 

No person shall be a TepTeBfewWvN^ niVtfi ^fiwiJ^ \ssiv. 
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have attained to the age of twenty-five years, and 
been seven years a citizen of the United States, and 
who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of the 
state in which he shall be chosen. 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be appor* 
tioned among the several states which may be in- 
cluded within this Union, according to their respec- 
tive numbers, which shall be determined by addiog 
to the whole number of free persons, including those 
bound to service for a term of years, and excluding 
Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons. 
The actual enumeration shall be made within three 

Sears after the first meeting of the congre^ of the 
United States, and within every subsequent term 
of ten years, in such manner as they shall by law 
direct. The number of representatives shall not 
exceed one for every thirty thousand ; but each state 
shall have at least one representative ; and until such 
enumeration shall be made, the state of New Hamp- 
shire shall be entitled to choose three, Massachusetts 
eight, Rhode Island and Pro^dence Plantations one, 
Connecticut five. New York six. New Jersey four, 
Pennsylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, 
Virginia ten, North Carolina five, South Carolina five, 
and Georgia three. 

When vacancies happen in the representation 
from any state, the executive authority thereof shall 
issue writs of election to fill such vacancies. 

The house of representatives shall choose their 
speaker and other officers ; and shall have the sole 
power of impeachment. 

Sect. 3. The senate of the United States shall 
be composed of two senators from each state, chosen 
by the legislature thereof, for six years ; and each 
senator shall have one vote. 

/inmediately after iVvey sViaW \s& ^sa^tcsbled in con- 
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sequence of the first election, they shall be divided, 
as equally as may be, into three classes. The seats 
of the senators of the first class shall be vacated at 
the expiration of the second year ; of the second 
class, at the expiration of the fourth year; and of 
the third class, at the expiration of the sixth year ; 
so that one-third may be chosen every second year; 
and if vacancies happen, by resignation or otherwise, 
during the recess of the legislature of any state, the 
executive thereof may make temporary appointments, 
until the next meeting of the legislature, which shall 
then fill such vacancies. 

No person shall be a senator, who shall not have 
attained to the ago of thirty years, and been nine 
years a citizen of the United States, and who shall 
not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that state for 
which he shall be chosen. 

The vice-president of the United States shall be 
president of the senate, but shall have no vote, un- 
less they shall be equayy divided. 

The senate shall choose their other officers, and 
also a president pro tempore^ in the absence of the 
vice president, or when he shall exercise the office 
of president of the United States. 

The senate shall have the sole power to try all 
impeachments ; when sitting for that purpose, they 
shall be on oath or affirmation. When the president 
of the United States is tried, the chief justice shall 
preside ; and no person shall be convicted without 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the members present 

Judgment, in cases of impeachment, shall not ex- 
tend further than to removal from office and dis- 
qualification to hold and enjoy any office of honor, 
trust, or profit, under the United States; but the 
party convicted shall nevertheless be liable and sub- 
ject fo indictment, trial, judgment, and punishmeat^ 
according to law. 
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Sect. 4. The tim^, places and manner of bokl- 
ing elections for senators and representatives, shall 
be prescribed in each state by the legislature there- 
of; but the congress may, at any time, by a law, make 
or alter such regulations, except as to the places of 
choosing senators. 

The congress shall assemble at least once in every 
year, and such meetings shall be on the first Moo- 
day in December, unless they shall by law appoint a 
different day. 

Sect. 5. Each house shall be the judge of the 
elections, returns and qualifications of its own 
members, and a majority of each shall constitute a 
quorum to do business ; but u smaller number may 
adjourn from day to day, and may be authorized to 
compel the attendance of absent members, in such 
manner, and under such penalties, as each house 
may provide. 

Each house may determine the rules of its pro- 
ceedings, and punish its members for disorderly be- 
havior, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, ex- 
pel a member. 

Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, 
and from time to time publish the same, excepting 
such parts as may in their judgment require secrecy ; 
and the yeas and nays of the members of either 
house, on any question, shall, at the desire of one- 
fifth of those present, be entered on the journal. 

Neither house, during the session of congress, 
shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for 
more than three days, nor to any other place than 
that in which the two houses shall be sitting. 

Sect. 6. The senators and representative^ shall 
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Teceive a compensation for their services, to be as- 
certained by law, and paid out of the treasury of the 
United States. They shall, in all cases, except 
treason, felony and breach of the peace, be privileged 
from arrest during their attendance at the session of 
their respective houses, and in going to and return- 
ing from the same ; and for any speech or debate in 
either house, they shall not be questioned in any 
other place. 

No senator or representative shall, during the time 
for which he was elected, be appointed to any civil 
office under the authority of the United States, which 
«hall have been created, or the emoluments whereof 
shall have been increased during such time ; and 
DO person holding any office under the United Sates 
shall be a member of either house during his contin- 
uance in office. 

Sect. 7. All bills for raising revenues shall origi- 
nate in the house of representatives ; but the senate 
may propose or concur with amendments, as on other 
bills. 

Every bill which shall have passed the house of 
representatives and the senate, shall, before it be- 
come a law, be presented to the president of the Uni- 
ted States ; if he approve, he shall sign it ; but if not, 
he shall return it, with his objections, to that house 
in which it shall have originated, who shall enter 
the objections at large on their journal, and proceed 
to reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, 
two-thirds of that house shall agree to pass the bill, 
it shall be sent, together with the objections, to tho 
other house, by which it shall likewise be reconsid- 
ered, and, if approved by two-thirds of that house, 
it shall become a law. But in all such cases, the 
▼otds of both houses shall be determined by yeas 
and nays ; and the names o? \Vv^ ^^t^o-ta ^^S.nxw%Vs^ 
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and against the bill shall be entered on the journal 
of each house respectively. If any bill shall not be 
returned by the president within ten days (Sundays 
excepted) afier it shall have been presented to him^ 
the same shall bo a law, in like manner as if he had 
signed it, unless the congress, by their adjournment, 
prevent its return, in which case it shall not be a 
law. 

Every order, resolution or vote, to which the con- 
currence of tho senate and house of representatives 
may be necessary, (except on a question of adjourn- 
ment) shall be presented to tho president of the 
United States ; and, before the same shall take effect, 
shall be approved by him, or, being disapproved by 
him, shall be repassed by two-thirds of the senate 
and house of representatives, according to the rules 
and limitations prescribed in the case of a bill. 

Sbct. 8. The congress shall have power : — ^To 
lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises ;to 
pay the debts, and provide for the common defence 
and general welfare of the United States ; but all du- 
ties, imposts and excises shall be uniform through- 
out the United States : — To borrow money on the 
credit of the United States : — To regulate commerce 
with foreign nations., and among the several states, 
and with the Indian tribes :— To establish an uni- 
form rule of naturalization, and uniform laws on the 
subject of bankruptcies throughout the United States : 
— To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of 
foreign coin, and to fix the standard of weights and 
measures : — To provide for the punishment of coun- 
terfeiting the securities and current coin of the 
United States . — To establish post offices and post 
roads : — To promote the progress of science and 
useful arts, by securing for limited times to authors 
»ad iiiventors the excluswe i\^x vo >\v&vc YftA^^oclivo 
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writings and discoveries : — To constitute tribunal^ 
inferior to the supreme court : — To define and pon- 
ish piracies and felonies committed on the high seas^ 
and offences against the law of nations : — To declare 
war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make 
rules concerning captures on land and water ; — To 
raise and support armies ; but no appropriation of 
money to that use shall be for a longer term than 
two years : — To provide and maintain a navy : — ^To 
make rules for the government and regulation of the 
land and naval force : — To provide for calling forth 
the militia to execute the laws of the Union, suppresfi 
insurrections, and repel invasions : — To provide for 
organizing, arming and disciplining the militia, and 
for governing such part of them as may be employed 
in the service of the United States, reserving to the 
states, respectively, the appointment of the officers, 
and the authority of training the militia, according 
to the discipline prescribed by congress : — To d- 
ereise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever 
over such district, (not exceeding ten miles square,) 
as may by session of particular states, and the ac- 
ceptance of congress, become the seat of the gov- 
ernment of the United States ; and to exercise like 
authority over all places purchased by consent of 
the legislature of the state in which the same shall 
be, for the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, 
dock yards and other needful buildings : and to 
make all laws which shall be necessary and proper 
for carrying into execution the foregoing powers, 
and all other powers vested by this constitution in 
the government of the United States, or in any de- 
partment or officer thereof. 

Sect. 9. The migration or importation of such 
persons, as any of the states now existing shall think 
proper to admit, shall not \>e i^To\v\i\\fc^ \s^ ^^ ^5*=^'^ 
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gress prior to the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eight ; but a tax or duty may be imposed on 
such importation, not exceeding ten dollars for 
each person. 

The privileges of the writ of Jiahens corpus shall 
: not be suspended, unless when, in cases of rebellion 
or invasion, the public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder, or ex post facto law, shall be 
passed. 

No capitation, or other direct tax, shall be laid, 
unless in proportion to the census or enumeration, 
' herein before directed to be taken. 

No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported 
from any state. 

No preference shall be given, by any regulation 

of commerce or revenue, to the ports of one state 

•OY€€ those of another ; nor shall vessels bound to or 

ftom one state, be obliged to enter, clear, or pay 

duties in another. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury but 
in consequence of appropriations made by law ; and 
H regular statement and account of the receipts and 
expenditures of all public money shall be published 
from time to time. 

No title of nobility shall be granted by the United 
States ; and no person holding any office of profit or 
trust under them, shall, without the consent of the 
congress, accept of any present, emolument, office, 
or title, of any kind whatever, from any king, prince, 
or foreign state. 

Sect. 10. No state shall enter into any treaty, 
alliance, or confederation ; grant letters of marque 
and reprisal ; coin money ; emit bills of credit ; 
make any thing but gold and silver coin a tender in 
payment of debts; pass any bill of attainder, ca? j>o«< 
Jacio Jaw, or law impamw^ vV^ o\>\\^vvsw>a ^^ <!Aa- 
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tracts ; or grant any title of nobility. No state shall, 
without the consent of the congress, lay any imposts, 
or duties on imports or exports, except what may be 
absolutely necessary for executing its inspection 
laws ; and the net produce of all duties and imposts, 
laid by any state on imports, or exports, shall be for 
the use of the treasury of the United States ; and all 
such laws shall be subject to the revision and control 
of the congress. No state shall, without the con- 
sent of congress, lay any duty of tonnage, keep 
troops, or ships of war, in time of peace, enter into 
any agreement or compact with another state, or 
with a foreign power, or engage in war, unless actu- 
ally invaded, or in such imminent danger as will not 
admit of delay. 

ARTICLE II. 

Sect. 1. The executive power shall be vested in 
a President of the United States of America. He 
shall hold his office during the term of four years ; 
and, together with the Vice President, chosen for the 
same term, be elected as follows : 

Each state shall appoint, in such manner as the 
legislature thereof may direct, a number of electors, 
equal to the whole number of senators and repre- 
sentatives to which the state may be entitled in the 
congress : But no senator or representative, or per- 
son holding an office of trust or profit under the 
United Slates, shall be appointed an elector. 

[The electors shall meet in their respective states, 
and vote by ballot for two persons, of whom one at 
least, shall not be an inhabitant of the same state 
with themselves : and they shall make a list of all 
the persons voted for, and of the number of votes 
for each ; which list they shaW s\^tv «xv^ ^^tv>S>3 ^-wx^ 
transmit sealed to the seat oC lYve ^osettvox^xiX oS. ^'^ 
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United States, directed to the president of the senate. 
The president of the senate shall, in the presence of 
the senate and house of representatives, open all the 
certificates, and the votes shall then be counted. 
The person having the greatest number of votes shall 
be the president, if such number be a majority of the 
whole number of electors appointed : And if there 
be more than one who have such majority, and have 
an equal number of votes, then the house of repre- 
sentatives shall immediately choose by ballot one of 
thorn for president ; and if no person have a majori- 
ty, then from the five highest on the list, the said 
house shall, in like manner, choose the president: 
but, in choosing the president, the votes shall be 
taken by states, the representation from each state 
having one vote ; a quorum for this purpose shall 
consist of a member or members from two-thirds of 
the states, and a majority of the all states shall be 
Decessary to a choice. In every case, after the 
choice of the president, the person having the great- 
est number of votes of the electors shall be the vice 
president. But if there should remain two or more 
who have equal votes, the senate shall choose from 
them, by ballot, the vice president.] 

The congress may determine the time of choosing 
the electors, and the day on which they shall give 
their votes ; which day shall be the same throughout 
the United States. 

No person, except a natural born citizen, or a 
citizen of the United States at the time of the adop- 
tion of this constitution, shall be eligible to the 
ofiice of president ; neither shall any person be eli- 
gible to that ofiice, who shall not have attainted to the 
age of thirty-five years, and been fourteen years a 
resident within the United States. 
In case of the removaX o^ v\v^ ^\^iv^^w\. ^vim 
office y or of his death, tes\g;c«iUoTi ot *Yc«Jci>XvVj \a^>ap 
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charge the powers and duties of the said office, the 
same shall devolve on the yicc president ; and the 
congress may by law provide for the case of removal, 
^eath, resignation or inability, both of the president 
and vice president, declaring what officer shall then 
act as president ; and such officer shall act accord- 
ingly, until the disability be removed, or a president 
shall be elected. 

The president shall, at stated times, receive for 
his services a compensation, which shall neither be 
increased nor diminished during the period for which 
be shall have been elected ; and he shall not re- 
ceive, within that period, any other emolument from 
the United States, or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he 
shall take the following oath or affirmation : 

" I do solemnly swear (or affirm,) that I will 
faithfully execute the office of president of the 
United States, and will, to the best of my ability, 
preserve, protect and defend the constitution of the 
United States." 

Sect. 2. The president shall be commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy of the United States, 
and of the militia of the several states, when called 
into the actual service of the United States. He 
may require the opinion in writing, of the principal 
officer in each of the executive departments, upon 
any subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices, and he shall have power to grant reprieves 
and pardons for offences against the United States, 
except in cases of impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate, to make treaties, provided two- 
thirds of the senators present concur ; and he shall 
Dominate, and, by and with ihe ^Anxc^ ^^^ ^^sosswt*. 
of the senate, shall appoint auv\»s!8aAoT&^^'^^^ ^^^ssr 
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He ministers and consuls, judges of the supreme- 
court, and all other officers of the United States, 
whose appointments are not herein otherwise pro- 
vided for, and which shall be established by law : 
but the congress may by law vest the appointment 
of such inferior officers as they think proper, in the 
president alone, in the courts of law, or in the head& 
of departments. 

The president shall have power to fill up all va- 
cancies that may happen during the recess of the 
senate, by granting commissions which shall expire 
at the end of their next session. 

Sect. 3. He shall, from time to time, give to 
the congress information of the state of the Union, 
and recommend to their consideration such measures 
as he shall judge necessary and expedient ; he may, 
on extraordinary occasions, convene both houses, or 
either of them, and in case of disagreement between 
them, with respect to the time of adjournment, he 
may adjourn them to such time as he shall think 
proper ; he shall receive ambassadors and other pub- 
lic ministers ; he shall take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed, and shall commission all the 
officers of the United States. 

Sect. 4. The president, vice president, and all 
civil officers of the United States, shall be removed 
from office on impeachment for, and conviction of, 
treason, bribery, or other high crimes and misde- 
meanors. 

ARTICLE III. 

Sect. 1. The judicial power of the United 
States shall be vested \n oti^ avx^tevxve court, and in. 
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such inferior courts as the congress may, from time 
to time, order and establish. The judges, both of 
the supreme and inferior courts, shall hold their 
offices during good behavior, and shall at stated 
times, receive for their services a compensation, 
which shall not be diminished during their continu- 
ance in office. 

Sect. 2. The judicial power shall extend to all 
cases, in law and equity, arising under this constitu- 
tion, the laws of the United States, and treaties made, 
or which shall be made, under their authority ; to 
all cases affecting ambassadors, other public min- 
isters and consuls ; to all cases of admirality and 
maritime jurisdiction ; to controversies to which the 
United States shall be a party ; to controversies be- 
tween two or more states, [between a state and citi- 
a^ns of another state,] between citizens of different 
states, between citizens of the same state claiming 
lands under grants of different states, and between a 
state, or the citizens thereof, and foreign states, 
citizens, or subjects. 

In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public 
ministers and consuls, and those in which a state 
shall be a party, the supreme couri shall have original 
jurisdiction. In all the other cases before mention- 
ed, the supreme court shall have appellate juris- 
diction, both as to law and fact, with such excep- 
tions, and under such regulations, as the congress 
shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of im- 
peachment, shall be by jury ; and such trial shall be 
held in the state where the said crimes shall have 
been committed ; but when not committed within any 
state, the trial shall be at such place or places as the 
congress may by law have directed. 



130 ConstUuiion of the United States. 

Sect. 3. Treason against the United States shall 
consist only in levying war against them, or in 
adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and com- 
fort. No person shall be convicted of treason, un- 
less on the testimony of two witnesses to the same 
overt act, or on confession in open court. 

The congress shall have power to declare the 
punishment of treason ; but no attainder of treason 
shall work corruption of blood, or forfeiture, except 
during the life of the person attainted. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Sect. 1. Full faith and credit shall be given in 
each state to the public acts, records, and judicial 
proceedings or every other state : and the congress 
may, by general laws, prescribe the manner in 
which such acts, records and proceedings, shall be 
proved, and the effect thereof. 

Sect. 2. The citizens of each state shall be en- 
titled to all privileges and immunities of citizens in 
the several states. 

A person charged in any state with treason, fel- 
ony, or other crime, who shall flee from justice, and 
be found in another state, shall, on demand of the 
executive authority of the state from which he fled, 
be delivered up, to be removed to the state having 
jurisdiction of the crime. 

No person held to service or labor in one state, 
under the laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, 
in consequence of any law or regulation therein, be 
discharged from such service or labor ; but shall be 
delivered up, on claim of the party to whom such 
service or labor may be dae. 
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Sect. 3. New states may be admitted by tbe 
congress into this Union ; but no new state shall be 
formed or erected within the jurisdiction of any 
other state, nor any state be formed by the junction 
of two or more states or parts of states, without the 
consent of the legislatures of the states concerned, 
as well as of the congress. 

The congress shall have power to dispose of, and 
make all needful rules and regulations, respecting 
the territory or other property belonging to the 
United States; and nothing in this constitution shall 
be so construed as to prejudice any claims of the 
United States, or of any particular state. 

Sect. 4. The United States shall guarantee to 
every state in this Union a republican form of gov- 
ernment: and shall protect each of them against 
invasion : and, on application of the legislature, or 
of the executive, (when the legislature cannot be 
convened,) against domestic violence. 

ARTICLE V. 

The congress, whenever two-thirds of both houses 
shall deem it necessary, shall propose amendments 
to this constitution : or, on the application of the 
legislatures of two-thirds of the several states, shall 
call a convention for proposing amendments, which, 
in either case, shall be valid to aljl intents and pur- 
poses, as part of this constitution, when ratified by 
the legislatures of three-fourths of the several states, 
or by conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the 
one or the other mode of ratification may be pro- 
posed by the congress ; provided, that no amend- 
ments which may be made prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight, shall, in any man- 
ner, a^ct the first and fouTlYi cXwasR^^Si ^^Ba^MxS^ 
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section of the first article ; and that no state, with- 
out its consent, shall be deprived of its equal suffrage 
in the senate. 

ARTICLE VI. 

All debts contracted, and engagements entered 
into, before the adoption of this constitution, shall be 
as valid against the United States, under this consti- 
tution, as under the confederation. 

This constitution, and the laws of the United 
States which shall be made in pursuance thereof, 
and all treaties made, or which shall be made, under 
the authority of the United States, shall be the su- 
preme law of the land ; and the judges in every 
state shall be bound thereby, anything in the con- 
stitution or laws of any state to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

The senators and representatives before mentioned, 
and the members of the several state legislatures, 
and all executive and judicial officers, both of the 
United States and of the several states, shall be 
bound, by oath or affirmation, to support this consti- 
tution ; but no religious test shall ever be required as 
a qualification to any office or public trust under the 
United States. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The ratification of the conventions of nine states 
shall be sufficient for the establishment of this con- 
stitution, between the states so ratifying the same. 
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ARTICLES, 

In addition to, and amendment of the Constitution 
of the United States^ ratified by the legislatures 
of the several states^ pursuant to the fifth article 
of the original Constitution. 

I. Congress shall make no law respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof ; or abridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press ; or the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble, and to petition the government for a re- 
dress of grievances. 

II. A well regulated militia being necessary to the 
security of a free state, the right of the people, to 
keep and bear arms, shall not be infringed. 

III. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quar- 
tered in any house, without the consent of the 
owner, nor in time of war, but in a manner to be 
prescribed by law. 

IV. The right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and effects, against unreason- 
able searches and seizures, shall not be violated ; 
and no warrants shall issue, but upon probable 
cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and particu- 
larly describing the place to be searched, and the 
persons or things to be seized. 

V. No person shall be held to answer for a capi- 
tal or otherwise infamous crime, unless on a pre- 
sentment or indictment by a grand jury, except in 
cases arising in the land or naval forces, or in the 
militia when in actual service m ^xtaa o1 '^'w. ^"t. 
Dublic danger ; nor shall any ^ex»atk\sfc «»;^as^^yst 
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the same offence to be twice put in jeopardy of life 
or limb ; nor shall be compelled, in any criminal 
case, to be a witness against himself, nor be deprived 
of life, liberty or property, without due process of 
law ; nor shall private property be taken for public 
use, without just compensation. 

VI. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial, by 
an impartial jury of the state and district wherein 
the crime shall have been committed, which district 
shall have been previously ascertained by law, and 
to be informed of the nature and cause of the accu- 
sation ; to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him ; to have compulsory process for obtaining 
witnesses in his favor ; and to have the assistance of 
counsel for his defence. 

VII. In suits at common law, where the value 
in controversy shall exceed twenty dollars, the right 
of trial by jury shall be preserved, and no fact, tried 
by a jury, shall be otherwise re-examined, in any 
court of the United States, than according to the 
rules of the common law. 

VIII. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor 
excessive fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual pun- 
ishments inflicted. 

IX. The enumeration, in the constitution, of 
certain rights, shall not be construed to deny or 
disparage others retained by the people. 

X. The powers not delegated to the United States 
by the constitution, nor prohibited by it to the states, 
are reserved to the states respectively, or to thq 

people. 
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XL The judicial power of the United States shall 
not be construed to extend to any suit in la^ or 
equity, commenced or prosecuted against one of 
the United States by citizens of another state, or by 
citizens or subjects of any foreign state. 

XII. The electors shall meet in their respective 
states, and vote by ballot for president and vice pres- 
ident, one of whom, at least, shall not be an inhabi- 
tant of the same state with themselves ; they shall 
name, in their ballots, the person voted for as presi- 
dent, and in distinct ballots, the person voted for as 
vice president ; and they shall make distinct lists of all, 
persons voted for as president, and of all persons 
voted for as vice president, and of the number of 
votes for each ; which lists they shall sign and certify, 
and transmit sealed to the seat of the government of 
the United States, directed to the president of the 
senate ; the president of the senate shall, in the 
presence of the senate and house of representatives 
open all the certificates, and the votes shall then be 
counted ; the person having the greatest number of 
votes for president shall be the president, if such 
number be a majority of the whole number of electors 
appointed : and if no such person have such majority, 
then, from the persons having the highest numbers, 
not exceeding three, on the list of those voted for as 
president, the house of representatives shall choose 
immediately, by ballot, the president ; but, in choosing 
the president, the votes shall be taken by states, the 
representation from each stale having one vote ; a 
quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or 
members from two-thirds of the states, and a majori- 
ty of all the states shall be necessary to a choice ; 
and if the house of representatives shall not choose 
a president, whenever the li^Vvl o€ OwiNRfe ^^J^ ^'^' 
volve upon them, before the io>M>^ ^^75 ^^^^«x^^> 
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then next following, then the vice president shall act 
as president, as in case of the death or other consti- 
tutional disability of the president. 

The person having the greatest number of votes 
as vice president shall be the vice president, if such 
number be a majority of the whole number of elec- 
tors appointed ; and if no person have a majority, 
then, from the two highest numbers on the list, the 
senate shall choose the vice president; a quorum 
for that purpose shall consist of two-thirds of the 
whole number of senators, and a majority of the 
whole number shall be necessary to a choice. 

But no person, constitutionally ineligible to the 
office of president, shall be eligible to that of vice 
president of the United States. 
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
